of thoſe Honours to his — on Sir Hugh Smithſon, _ 
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then one of the Knights of the Shire for the County of Mid- 
dleſex, who has taken his Place in the Houſe of Peers, as Earl 
of Northumberland ;. and the Baronies of Percy, Poinings, Fitz- 
Pain, Brian, and Latimer, deſcended to his Lady, Elizabeth, 
ſole Daughter and Heir of his Grace, the ſaid Duke of Somerſet, 
who is now, in her own Right, Baroneſs Percy, cc. 

Of the Family of Sir Hugh Smithſon, now Earl of Northum- 
berland, I have given ſome Account, Page 7 and 8; but his 
Lordſhip, and his Lady, having by Act of Parliament taken 
the Name and Arms of her Ladyſhip's illuſtrious, and noble An- 
ceſtors, the Percys, I ſhall now treat of them. 

Glrver, Somerſet Herald, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
(whoſe Authorities have never been queſtioned) and other of 
our Antiquaries agree, in deriving their Deſcent from Mainfred 
de Percy, who came out of Denmark into Normandy, before the 
Adventure of the famous Kollo there, and had Iſſue Geffry, that 
accompanied Rollo in his Expedition into that Province ; who 
was the firſt Duke of that Country, and lineal Anceſtor to Wil- 
liam Duke of Normandy. and King of England. | 

The faid Geffry had Iſſue William *, and he Geffry, the Fa- 
ther of another Milliam, who had Iſſue Geffry, all born in Nor- 


mandy, 

The laſt mentioned Geffry, had Iſſue two Sons *, William de 
Percy, and Serlo, who came into England with William the Con- 
queror, William de Percy being much beloved © by that King, 
and one ! of his Barons, enjoyed, through his Bounty, large 
Poſſeſſions in this Realm, as appears by the General Survey; which 
ſets forth *, that he held Ambledune in Hantfhire; alſo 32 Lord- 
ſhips in Lincolnſhire, whereof Imingcham, Leniſby, and Caborne, 
were Part. Likewiſe in Yorkfbire eighty-ſix, of which Topelive 
iv the North-Riding, and Spyfford in the Weſt-Riding, became 
their chief Seats in thoſe Parts. 

This William de Percy, ſurnamed Le Gernons, or Algernen, 
alſo obtained from Hugb Earl of Chefter (the firſt of that Name) 
the Lorcſhip of //4:itby, with the large Territory adjacent there- 
to, lying in the Eaſt-Riding of that County, where he founded 
an Abbey for Benediftine Monks, to the Honour of God, St. 
Peter, and St Hilda, in the Time of King William Rufus, in 
the ® Place where the Monaſtery of Strenſhale anciently ſtood, 
(deſtroyed by /nguar and Hubba the Danes) which Abbey he 
endowed * with ample Poſſeſſions, lying in that Part of the 
Country, 
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But after he had founded the ſaid Abbey of Whitly, and. 
amongſt other Lands, given * thereto the Towns of Searty and 
Everlty, he reaſſumed them again, and beſtowed them on Ralph 
de Everley, his Eſquire, (who had been his Servant many Years;) 
which induced Serlo his Brother, then Abbot, to complain 
of the Injury to King William Rufus, (with whom he had 
been * very familiar, in the Days of King William his Father) 
who thereupon cauſed Reſtitution to be made. But Serlo being 
little pleaſed with his Brother's Humour, had no Mind to con- 
tinue at Whitby; and therefore affecting to reſide within the 
King's immediate Fee, out of his Brother's Power, begged of 
the King ſix Carucates of Land, viz. two in Hatenas, and four 
in Northfield, and tranſlated Part of the Convent at Mhitiy thi- 
ther; all which is recited in the Monaſticon. | 

This William de Percy took to Wife Emma de Port, by whom 
he had Iflue three Sons, Alan, Walter, and William; and had 
Sepulture * in the Chapter-Houſe at Whitby. - 

Which Emma ſurviving him, gave to thoſe Monks an Houſe, ' 
ſituate in the Street called Uſegate, at York; as alſo two Caru- 
cates of Land, one in Myſlebam, and the other in Smelleſwell ; 

likewiſe two more in Hylabam; and was buried © in the Chap- 

ter-Houſe at F/hitly, near to the Grave of her Huſband. - 

Alan de Percy, eldeſt Son and Succeſlor to the laſt mentioned 
William, was one of the Witneſſes ? to the Charter of King 

the Firſt, whereby he confirmed the Foundation of Bard- 
ney-Abbey, in Com. Linc. by Walter de Gant, Alſo ratified & all 
thoſe Donations, made by William his Father to the Monks of 

Whitby, and added * thereto, of his own Gift, two Carucates of 

Land in Hylaham ; as alſo two in Hoden and Oxneham. 

Emma his Wife, Daughter of Gilbert de Grant, he had Iflue 

five Sons, viz. William; Geffery; Henry; Walter, who was one 

of the Witneſſes * to King Srepher's Grant of Sutton to the Church 
of Winchefter, in the firſt Year of his Reign; and Alan, who 
was buried in the Abbey of JYþitby, near to his Father. 

He had * likewiſe one illegitimate Son, called Alan, who was 
with the King of Scots in 3 Steph. in that memorable Battle 
near North- Alverton, in Nellie, called Bellum de Standard). 

William, eldeſt Son of Alan, gave * the Church of Semar to 
the Monks of Whitby, and two ) Oxgangs of Land in Upper- 
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Lythum ; and by Alice his Wife, left * Iſſue four Sons, Alan, Wil 
liam, Richard, and Robert; whereof Alan departing this Life 
without * Iſſue, was buried on the South-ſide of the Chapter- 
Houſe at Whitby, and Filkam his Brother ſucceeded. | 

This William de Percy founded * the of for C 
tercian Monks, in Arno 1133, (34 Hen. I.) as alſo that of Sak 
lay, in Graven, in Anno 1147, (12 Steph.) by the Conſent © of 
Adelidis his Wife, and Alan his Son and Heir. 

The ſaid William was one of thoſe Northern Barons, who 
fought * ſo ſucceſsfull __ the Scots, in 3 Steph. in that me- 
morable Battle near Nort -Alverton, in Yorkſhire, called Bellum 
de Standards; Thurſtan, then Archbiſhop of York, having cauſed 
a famous Standard to be erected, and thereon the Banners of St. 
Peter, St. John of Beverly, and St. Wilfrid of Rippon, adding 
thereto the ſacred Hoſt for all to come to it, for their Encourage- 
ment.

"All which Sons (whereof ® William was a Monk, and Abbot 
of Whithy) departing this Life iſſueleſs, the Inheritance came to 
be divided betwixt their two Siſters, Maud, and Agnes. 
Maud ſurviving ? her Huſband; and taking into her pious 
Conſideration i the mean Eſtate of the Monks at Sallay, by rea- 
fon the Air in Craven, where her Father had founded that Ab- 
bey, was ſo moiſt and cloudy, as their Corn ſeldom arrived to 
perfect Ripeneſs; did, for the Health of the Souls of William 
de Percy her Father, Adelidis de Tunebrigge her Mother, and the 
Soul of Filkam Earl of Harwich, her late Huſband ; as alſo for - 
the Soul of Alan her Brother, and Agnes her Siſter, give unto 
them the Church of our Lady at Tadcaſter, with the Chapel of 
Haſelwood, and a yearly Penſion from the Church of Neuthon ; 
as alſo one Carucate of Land, lying in Catthon, where ſhe was 
born; of which Monaſtery ſhe was reputed Patroneſs.

On the Death of this Counteſs of arwict, Agnes, her Siſter, 
became ſole Heir to the large Poſſeſſions of her Anceſtors ; and 
being of as ancient and high Deſcent, as any 1 the 
Kingdom, Queen Adeliza, the Wife of King Firſt, 
recommended her Brother, 228 de Lovain, to her for a 
Huſband. He was a younger Son of Gedfrey Duke of Brabant, 
and Brother of Godfrey Duke of Brabant, deſcended from the 
Emperor Charlemain, as I have ſhewn in Page 3. The ſaid 79% 
celine came into England in 1221, on the iage of his Siſter 
with King Henry, who ſettled on her in Dower, the Caſtle of 
Arundel, and County of Suſſex. She was the ſecond Wife of 
the King, and lived fifteen Years with him without Ifſue ; but 
by Willam de Albini, who was Earl of Arundel, (after his Mar- 
riage with her) * ſhe had three Sons, William, Geffery, and 
Reyner ; and three Daughters.

| Whereupon he took her * and in reſpect of his Princely 
Parentage, retained the Arms of the Dukes of Brabant, &c. his 
own Anceſtors. He was ſtiled, before his Marriage, Joſcelinus 
de Lovanio, Frater Regina, Caſtellanus de Arundel, in all Pub- 
lick Inſtruments; that Office having been conferred on him by 
the Queen his Siſter ; and was confirmed “ to him by Ki 
Henry the Second, in the 14th Year of his Reign; as alſo the 
Honour of Petworth, which he had of her Gift. When he 
died does not appear; but he * confirmed to the Monks of 
Lewes, in Suſſex, for the Health of his Soul, as alſo of the Soul

Ot the Deſcent of the ſaid Jeſcelins de Lovain, I think it not 
improper to recite what the learned Cambden has mentioned of 
him, and the Family, in his Britannia, in the County of Ner- 
thumberland. Which F _ of Percy (ſays he) being deſcend- 
ed from the Earls of Brabant, inherited, together with the 
« Surname of Percy, the Poſſeſſions alſo of Percy, ever fince that 
© Foſceline of Lovain, younger Son of Godfrey uke of Brabant, 
© the true Iſſue of the Emperor, Charles the Great, by Gerberga, 
© the Daughter of Charles, a younger Brother to Lothar, the 
© laſt King of France, of the Line of Charles, took to Wife 
© Agnes, the Daughter, and ſole Heir of William Percy. Be- 
«* tween this Agnes and Jeſceline it was covenanted, that he ſhould 
© aſſume the Name of Percy, and retain the ancient Arms of 
© Brabant, viz. 4 Lion Azure (which the Brabanters after chang- 
© ed) in a Shield Or. The firſt Earl of Northumberland, of this 
Family, was Henry Percy, begotten of Mary, Daughter to

that they would dethrone the King, for acknowledging the Crown

In 18 Joh. when thoſe high-ſpirited Barons had called over 
Lewis, Son to the King of France, with Purpoſe to raiſe him 
to the Royal Throne, he, with Robert de Res, and Peter de Brus, 
{two eminent Barons of the North) ſubdued all Teriſbire to the 
Obedience of Lewis. | 

However, in 1 Hen. III. * having Letters of ſafe Conduct, 
dated 19 September, 1217, 1 Hen. III. to hold till the Feaſt of 
St. Simm and Jude following, he had a Treaty with William 
Maroſbal, Earl of Pembroke, then Governor of the Kingdom ', 
and made his Peace.

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I now return to Henry Lord Percy the eldeſt Son. In 33 Hen. 
III. he gave a Fine of nine Hundred Pounds, for Liver of his 
and that he might marry whom he pleaſed ; which Sum 
he had o Liberty to pay by two Hundred Pounds per Annum. 
In 41 Hen. III. he had Summons 4 to attend the King at Bri/- 
tol, on the Ofaves of St John Baptiſf, well furniſhed with Horſe 
and Arms, to march againſt the Veld. And the Year after, 
when the Scots had rebelliouſly ſeized on their King, then -in 
Minority, (who had married the Daughter of King Henry) he 
was one of the Northern Barons *, ſummoned to prepare him- 
ſelf with Horſe and Arms, and all his Power, for the reſcuing 
him from his Reſtraint. 52 
In 44 Hen III. (Auguft 1, 1260) the King advertiſed him, 
that Llewellin, Son of Griffin, and other Rebels, had invaded 
Malis, and thereupon commands him to be at Chefter, on the 
Day of the Nativity of the Virgin Mary, with Horfe and Arms, 
according to the Service he owed, to oppoſe him, and his Ac- 
complices. In 47 Hen. III. the King had Notice from Richard 
de Nevile, how n it was, for oppoſing his Enemies, to 
t this Henry Lord Percy in Commiſſion, for preſerving the 
eace in the Northern Parts and to gariſon Pontefra#-Caftle, 
then eſteemed the Key of Yorkſhire; and it may be preſumed 
the Advice was complied with ; for in the ſame Year *, having 
taken Part with the Rebellious Barons, on which his Lands were 
ſeized, and afterwards coming in, and ſubmitting himſelf, he 
had Reſtitution of them again. Alſo the ſame Year, was with 
the King at Oxford, with the Barons that adhered to him *; and 
marching from thence to Northampton, aſſiſted in the Storming 
of that Town, which was taken, with divers Barons therein, 
that oppoſed the King. After which they marched towards Not- 
tingham, waſting the Lands of the Barons. And the Year fol- 
lowing *, fighting ſtoutly on the King's Part in the Battle of 
Lewis, ſhared in the hard Fortune of that Day, being taken Pri- 
ſoner there, with many others; but was ſoon after releaſed. 
In 50 Hen. III. 7 this Henry Lord Percy, and other Barons, 
on the King's Part, at Windſor, on Sunday after St. Lucy's Day, 
agreed to the Compromiſe made by the King, according to the 
Statutes, Orders, and Oblizations, made at Oxford; and to abide 
by the Determination of the King of France therein : As did 
the Barons at London, on the Part of Simon Montfort, Earl of 
Leiceſter. After which I find no further Mention of him.

1312, 6 Edv. II. and the other the Day after; ſent to John de 
 Moubray, Sheriff of the County and City of York, reciting, That 
" Henry de Percy had, by an Indenture, on Pain of forfeiting his 
Life, and all he was worth, ligned in his (the King's) Preſence, 
and undertook that Piers de Gaveſton, Earl of Cornwal, ſhould 
be kept ſafe, and free from Harm, to a certain Time ; and on 
certain Conditions, agreed on between the ſaid Pters, and Henry, 
when he ſurrendered himſelf to him and others. And the ſaid 
Henry afterwards having lain the ſaid Piers, before he could 
come to the King, contrary to the ſaid Agreement, and came not 
to the King, but abſconded from him, which ſhewed him ſuſpi- 
cious ; he therefore commands him, viz. the ſaid John Moubray, 
to ſeize the ſaid Henry, and to conduct him ſafe to him, where- 
ſoever he ſhall be. He alſo ſignified to the ſaid Fobn Moubray, 
that he had ordered Robert de N odebous, his Eſcheator on this 
Side Trent, to ſeize all the Lands, Tenements, Goods, and Chat- 
tels of the ſaid Henry de Percy, in his Bailliwick ; and commands 
him, the ſaid John de Moubray, if any Reſiſtance ſhould be 
made, to interpoſe, that the ſaid Order be fully executed.

And purſuant to the Treaty, the King at Windſor, the 27th 
of February, 1313, 6 Edw. II. acknowledges to have received 
from Thomas of Lancaſter, Guy Earl of Warwick, Henry de 
Percy, and Robert de Clifford, the Jewels, Horſes, &c. late be- 
Eng to Piers de Gaveſton, and particularly ſet down. 

n 17 Jan, 75 Edw. II. ® he had from the King Letters of 
ſafe Conduct, throughout his Kingdoms and Dominions, till Ai- 
chaelmas next; which * was afterwards renewed, till the Feaſt of 
St. Martin, And in the Parliament held at #:eftminfler, Mon- 
day the 1 5th of Ofober, 1313, 7 Edw. II. it being enacted, that 
none ſhould be called to Account for the Death of Piers 
 vefton ©, the King pardoned him, and others, the Murder of the 
faid Piers; and alſo any other Miſdeed whatſoever. He had 
| likewiſe, on the 6th of November following, A- Confirmation of 
the Releaſe from the King *, of all Jewels, Horſes, &c. taken 
at Newca/tle, from Piers de Gavefton. After which he marched 4 
with A Scotland, and was in the Battle of Bannock/- 
born, where the Engliſh received an Overthrow , through their 
immoderate Rioting, and Drunkenneſs.

And having, as ſaid before, acquired the Honour of h, 
he repaired * the Caſtle there; and the better to ſecure his Title 
therein, obtained a Releaſe * from Sir Gilbert de Aton, Knight, 
Couſin and Heir to William de Veſcy, of all his Right thereto : 
He likewiſe purchaſed “ the Lordſhip of Corbrigge, in Com. 
- Northumbr. And did ſo well deſerve of King Edward, that he 

obtained * the Earldom of Carrick at his Hands, with all the 
Caſtles, Manors, and Lands, whereof Robert de Bruce was poſ- 
ſeſſed, at the Time when he was ſlain by Jobn . He pur- * 

chaſed / alſo from Henry de Fiſhburne, Son and Heir to Con- 
flance, Daughter and Heir of Henry de Bailiol, the Manor of 
Vere, in Galloway ; as alſo Red-Caftle, in Anegos. 
As to his Works of Piety, he founded * a Chantry for two 
- Prieſts, in the Chapel of Semar, for the Health of the Soul of 
Eleanor, his Mother, and all his Anceſtors. To the Monks of 
Fountains, he gave certain Lands in Malgum Moore; and to the 
Monks of Salley, the Advowſon of the Church of Gairgrave. 
And by Elanor his Wife, Daughter © of Richard Fitz- Alan, 
Earl of Arundel, had Iſſue “ two Sons, viz. Henry, and William, 
who was made a Knight of the Bath © in 20 Edw. II. And de- 
parting * this Life in 8 Edw. II. was buried ® in the Abbey of 
Fountains, before the High-Altar, leaving Henry, his Son and 
Heir, at that Time fixteen * Years of Age. 

Which Eleanor, the fame Year he died, laid Claim to cer- 
tain Lands in Mroſill, and Ergom, in Com.

2 Surrender * thereof from her to the King; and thereupon a 
Grant *% of them to himſelf, paying four Hundred Marks per 
Annum to the Exchequer : Alſo, in 15 Edw. II. procured an ab- 
ſolute Livery * of them, though he had not then made Proof of 
his Age: And the fame Year was' conſtituted Governor of the 
Caſtle of Pickering, in Yorkſhire, by the Forfeiture * of Thomas 
Earl of Lancafter, then in the Crown; as alſo ® of Scarborough 
Town and Caſtle, - *' © | 

In 18 Edw. II. he obtained the Kage Charter * for two more 
Fairs yearly at Potelington, in Com. Ebor. And in 19 Edw. II. 
on the landing of Queen Iſabel, and Prince Edward, in Eng- 
land, he was one of the Nobles that joined 7 with , for re- 
forming thoſe Abuſes in the Government, occaſioned throu 
the Power of the Spenſers 3 and the Acceſs of thoſe Forces 
brought to Glouceſter (where ſhe then was) much increaſed * her 
Army. In which Year, he was made one of the Guardians of 
the Truce with the Scoteh in Northumberland ; and Guardian ot 
the Portre-Caſtles in that County, on the King's going Abroad *. 

Being therefore thus inſtrumental in the great Be, he ob- 
tained, in 1 Edw. III. the Cuſtody ® of the Caſtle of Skipton, in 
Craven; as alſo a Charter © for a Market and Fair, at his Ma- 
nor of Topclive, in Com. Ebor. And was one of the twelve 
Lords, by whom it was decreed to be of Council to the young 
King Edward; and * the principal Perſon in Commiſſion, fer 
the Treaty of Peace betwixt the Kingdoms of England and Scot- 
land; alſo conſtituted & Warden of the Marches : But on Con- 
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eluſion o of the Peace, betwixt the Engiiþ and Scots, in the Par- 
liament at York, he would not aſſent, that the Engiih 
ſhould quit thoſe Lands, as they had in Scotland by Inheritance. 

In 2 Edw. III. on the Death of * Eleanor his Mother, he was 
made Conſtable ' of Scarborough-Caj/ile, the Cuſtody whereof 
was committed ® to her Charge in 19 Edw. II. and in 1 Edw. 
III. In the fame Year, he attended the King to Amiens, when he 
went to do Homage to Philip King of France, for the Dutchy 
of Aquitain, and the Lands of Ponthieu, and Moreftroile O Be- 
ing alſo retained by Indenture ?, to ſerve the King with a certain 
Number of Men at Arms, as well in Times of Peace as War, 
during the Term of his Life, and to receive five Hundred Marks 
per Annum Salary ; and in Conſideration * of that Annuity, ob- 
tiined a Grant of the Inheritance of the Caſtle of Werkworth, 
in Com. Northumbr. which a'ter the Death of Sir John de Cla- 
vering, without Iſſue Male of his Body, was to devolve to the 
King, and his Heirs: But on Condition *, that when the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the ſaid Caſtle ſhould ſo come to his Hands, then the 
Payment of thoſe five Hundred Marks to ceaſe.

dowing * it with one Meſſuage, twenty Oxgangs of Land, and 
fix Acres of Meadow, in Wit, within the Lordſhip of Semar. 
In 4 Edw. III. he was ſent Ambaſſador , with others, to the 
King of France, to ſettle Preliminaries, in order to a Peace. Alſo 
in the ſame Year, he was one of thoſe Engliſb Adventurers, 
who claimed Lands in Scotland, which were forfeited for Non- 
Reſidence, (according to the Article of Peace at Northampton) 
and King Edward having eſpouſed their Cauſe, he ſent to the 
Earl of Murray, Guardian of Scotland, on their Behalf ; but re- 
cciving no agreeable Anſwer, he tacitly gave them Leave, in their 
- own Names, upon their own Titles, and at their own Charges, 
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to make War in Company with the Lord Edward Baliol, againſt 
the King of Scotland, till they might have Redreſs. And we find 
he claimed Galloway ; and upon their Arrival, Fortune favouring 
them, they drove the Scots away, and got the Abbey and Town 
of Dumferling, wherein they found great Store of Proviſion, and 
Warlike Stores. |

likewiſe * of divers Lands in that Realm, which belonged to 
other Men, of the Brucean Party ; and he *, with others, came 
to the Parliament held by King Balial, as Peers of Scotland, 
and as owing Homage for their reſpective Lands held of him, 
All which Caſtles, Lands, &c. then valued at a Thouſand Marks 
per Annum, he did, the Year following, ſurrender * to King Ed. 
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and Conſtablery of . Feddeworth, and Towns of FJeddeworth , 
Bendjeddeworth, Ha „and the Foreſt of Jeddeworth ; toge- 
ther with five Hundred Marks per Annum, to be received out of 
the Cuſtoms of Berwick; as alſo the Cuſtody / of the Caſtle at 
Berwick, with the Fee of one Hundred Marks for that Service, 
in Time of Peace, and two Hundred Pounds per Annum, in Time 
of War.

In 46 Edw. III. he was Seneſchal * of Lymeſin ; and the ſame 
Year was taken * Priſoner by the French ; but the Year after had

Redemption. In 50 Edw. III. in Conſideration * of his good Ser- 
vices, he had an Annuity * of one Hundred Marks per Annum 

iven to him out of the Exchequer, during his Life. Alſo for * 
bis Services to the Black Prince, had a Grant * from him of an 
Hundred Marks per Annum, out of his Exchequer at Carnarvon. 

In 1 Rich. II. he was Fat the Coronation of that King, (his

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In 2 Rich, II. he was joined in ® Commiſſion with the Biſhop 
of Hereford, and others, for reforming of all Things done con- 
trary to the Articles of Peace, formerly eſtabliſhed i I 
Edward the Third, and Devid de Bruce of Scotland . He was 
alſo that Year, with others, commiſſioned to guard the Town of

In 4 Rich. IT. he was employed * with the ſame Earl of Buck- 
ingham, to ſuppreſs that Inſurrection made by the Commons in 
Eſſex, (which were the Remnant of them that roſe with Fact 
Straw.) And was after Y ſent with the Earl of Warwick, to 
execute Juſtice upon that Rabble, which had committed great 
Outrages at St. Albans. | 

In that Year alſo, he again accompanied the Earl of Buck- 
ingham to Calais, where he rode with his Banner diſplayed; 
and was with him at the Siege of Nantes, in Brittany; but the. 
Duke of Brittany not coming to their Aid, he went with that 
Earl from thence © to Vannes, to refreſh their Army. 

In 5 Rich, II. he was made Captain (of the Caſtle at Breſt 
for three Years *, and had a Grant of all Profits belonging to 
that Poſt ; likewiſe * in 6 Rich. II. of the Town. 

In 7 Rich. II. he was joined in Commiſfion s with John Duke 
of Lancaſter, and others, to treat with thoſe from Flanders, for 
the appeaſing of certain Differences betwixt the - Engliþ and. 
them. So likewiſe * with other Commiſſioners from the King 
Of France, touching Peace betwixt both Realms. And alſo to 
treat * with Scotland about a Truce. | 
| The ſame Year alſo, he was conſtituted * one of the Com- 
miſſioners for guarding of the Eaſt Marches ; likewiſe * for the 
Reception of thoſe twenty-four Thouſand Marks, which were to 
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be paid, in full Satisfaction of the hundred Thouſand Marks for 
the Ranſom of David de Brute, King of Scotland. In which 
Year, upon the Departure of Sir William d Beauchamp, and thoſe 
of the Engliſh who beſieged Ipres, he came ® to them from Spruce. 

In 8 Rich. II. he was conſtituted * one of the Conſervators of 
the Truce made with Scotland ; alſo s Admiral of the King's Fleet 

from the River of Thames Northwards ; likewiſe retained by In- 
| denture , to be Governot of the Caſtle at Breff, from Candlt- 
ay, for one whole Fear; receiving * for that Service, over 
and above the Profits thence arifing, by Redemptions, Rents, 
Cuſtoms, c. four Thouſatid Marks; as alſo two Hundred ind 
fifty Marks every r, for the Coſts and es incident tb 
that Caſtle ; but in Caſe of Trute, no more than three Thouſand 
Marks, and two Hundred and fifty Marks a Quarter. And for the 
better N what was in Arrear to him, for thoſe former Years 
that he had been Governor thereof, and Payment of thoſe Siims 
thus covenanted, he was * to receive five Shillings for every Sack of 
Wool out of thoſe Parts, whence his Payment was affigned.

In q Rich. II. going into Spain in the King's Service, under 
the Command 1 King of Caſtile, a Protection was grant- 
ed him for one Year. He alſo had a Grant of the King's 
General Letters of Attorney. | 
In 10 Rich. II. he was made Admiral of the Fleet, for that 
great Army of twenty Thouſand (whereof two Thouſand were 
Torſe, and eight Thouſand Archers) ſent into Spain, with Jobn 
of Gaunt, Duke of Lancafter, called Kir Ay Caftile and d 
in Right * of Conflance his Wife; and Fos to recover 
her Inheritance. In 13 Rich. II. he was conſtituted * Juſtice of 
South-Wales ; and the ſame Year, being then Vice- Chamberlain 
* to the King, had a Grant * of the Caſtle of Emelin, in South- 
Wales. And this Year he was one of the Peers *, who ſigned 
and ſent a Letter to the Pope, about the Exorbitances and In- 
croachments of the Apoſtolical See. The next Year following, 
he obtained another Grant © of Huckirkh, in Com. Carnarvon, 
with the Common there. 
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In 15 Rich. II. he was made one of the Commiſſioners for 
treating of Peace betwixt the Engliſh and French. Which Treaty 
was hola at Amien,; likewiſe Fuſtice f of South - Mals. And 
in 16 Rich, II. being * then Steward of the King's Houſhold, 
was ſent * Ambaſſador into France, In 18 Rich. II. be was ſent 
again into France; alſo the ſame Year retained * by Indenture to 
ſerve the King in Ireland, with twenty Men at Arms, and fo 
Archers on Horſeback, and ten Archers on Foot, In 20 Rich. 
II. ſurrendring his Patent of an hundred Marks per Aunum, for- 
merly given to him by Edward the Black Prince; he had an- 
other Grant * of the like Sum, to be paid, during his Life, out 
of the King's Exchequer at Kaermerdin. + 

And meriting further Favours, on Saturday, the Feaſt of St. 
Michael, in 21 Rich. II. he was advanced to the Title of Earl 
of Warcefter ; and in January following, made Captain of the 
Town and Caſtle of Calais, as alſo ? of the Marches belonging 
thereto. In which Year he was likewiſe retained * to ſerve the 
King with forty Men at Arms, and an hundred Archers, in 
Ireland. He was alſo commiſſioned to reform all Things done 
contrary to the Truce with Scotland and France, In 22 Rich. 
II. he was again retained to ſerve the King with 35 Men at 
Arms, Knights, and Eſquires, and one hundred Archers on Horſe- 
back, (every twenty Archers * one Carpenter, and one Ma- 
ſon) and likewiſe conſtituted Admiral of the King's Fleet for 
the Realm of Ireland. And being Admiral, as alſo Vice 
Chamberlain , an: Steward * of the King's Houſhold, and em- 
ployed ? in ſundry warlike Expeditions, and Embaſſies, he ob- 
tained a Releaſe * of all Debts, Accompts, Arrearages of Ac- 
2 Rents, and Arrearages of Rents, wherewih he then 
ſtood charged, | 

But When Henry Duke of Lancaſter landed, and that King 
Richard ſaw his own Ruin approaching; and thereupon diſmiſſing 
of his Family, he bade this Thomas Earl of Woreefter farewel, 

and reſerve himſelf for better Times. So that upon his Depoſal, 
he ſtood fair with the Duke of Lancaſter, then aſſuming the 
Rule, by the Name of Henry ihe Fourth : For that King, ſoon 
after he had thus attained the Crown, refolving to let the Pope, 
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and divers Chriſtian Princes, know, by what Right and Title he 
had ſo done, ſent © this Earl, with the Biſhop of Durham, and 
Sir Thomas Percy, his Ambaſſadors into France, to repreſent the 
ſame to that King. And alſo made him one of the Com- 
miſſioners, to treat with the Ambaſſadors of the ſaid King of 
France, touching the ſending back of 1/abel his Daughter, (ſe- 
cond Wife to the depoſed King) with her Jewels, whom he had 
required to be returned to him. Likewiſe, King Henry being 
advertiſed of the French Attempts, and covert Deſigns, ſent this 
Earl of Worcefter, with a goodly Company of Soldiers, into Aqui- 
tain, to aid Sir Robert Knolles, his Lieutenant there; and to ex- 
hort and perſuade the People to continue in their ancient Liber- 
ty, and due Allegiance: ©* And this Earl, as my Author faith , fo 
© wiſely entreated the Noblemen, and behaved fo gently and 
© familiarly to the common People, that he not only appeaſed 
© their Fury and Malice, but brought them to a loving Submiſſi- 
© on, receiving of them Oaths of 9 and legal Fealty.“ 
Whereby, on his Return into England, he was received by the 
King honourably, and with great Thanks. But the French King 
finding his Purpoſe on Aquitain defeated, determined to ſend a 
ſolemn Ambaſly into England, to King Henry, on whoſe Ar- 
rival, he told them he would ſend his Commiſfioners to Calais, 
to conclude there, not only what they deſired, but divers other 
Matters of great Moment. Soon after which, Edward Duke 
of York was one ſent over into Gen, and with him Henry 
Earl of Northumberland, The Commiſfioners met at ſeveral 
Times and Places, The Duke of Bourbon ſtrenuouſly inſiſted 
2 the Princeſs Jſabella's Return; and on the other , the 
»gliſþ would have her ſtay in England, to be married to Henry 
Prince of Wales, who was both in Blood and Age equal to her. 
This the French King refuſed, ſaying, he would never join Af- 
finity with England, the Succeſs being ſo unfortunate. At length 
they concluded, that the Truce made with King Richard for 
thirty Years be renewed, and confirmed, during the Lives of 
both Kings. Soon after, the Lady Jſabel was ſent over by the 
King, under the Earl of ＋ . Conduct, accompanied with 
many honourable and noble Men and Women . He was the 
ſame Year one of the Commiſſioners for ratifying * that Truce, 
which had been made betwixt both Realms in King Richard's 
Time; and conſtituted Steward of the Houſhold, as he had 
been to King Richard. | 
In 6 Hen. IV. he was made the King's Lieutenant through- 


out all North-Wales, and Soxth-Wales, for Reſiſtance of the Re- 
bels there, 
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But the next Year, notwithſtanding all this Truſt and Favour 


from King Henry, he in his Heart commiſerated the unfortu- 
nate State of his old Maſter ; and conſidering the many Bene- 
fits, and high Efteem he had from King Richard; he deſerted

the Prince's Houſhold (which the King had ſpecially com- 
mitted to his Truſt) fled ' to his Brother, the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland ; and, combining with him, joined with his Ne- 
= Hotſpur, then in Arms; by whom being ſent to the 

ing, upon his Offer of Pardon, in Caſe they would ſub- 
mit, he miſrepreſented ? what his Majeſty had graciouſly ex- 
preſſed, exaſperating * him to Battle; which forthwith enſuing, 
concluded in the total Rout of their Rebellious Forces, and 
Slaughter of many; amongſt which, Hotſpur their General was 
the Chief: And this Earl being then taken Priſoner *, was ſoon 
after beheaded * at Shrewſbury, Whereupon, the King ſent his 
Precept to the Sheriff of London *, to receive the Head of this 
Earl, from ſuch Perſon as ſhall bring it to him, and to fix it up- 
on London-Bridge. | 

When he was in ſuch Favour with King Richard the Se- 
cond, he purchaſed the Manor of Mreſil, in Yorkſhire, and 
built 7 the Caſtle there. Dugdale, in his Pedigree of this Fa- 
mily, ſays he married Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir of Da- 
vid Strabolgi, Earl of Athol, and had Iſſue Sir Henry Percy, Kant. 
who died before him, leaving two Daughters; but this is a Mi- 
take ; for he died unmarried. 

I now return to Henry, his elder Brother, who was created 
Earl of Northumberland. In 33 Edw. III. (his Father then living)

In 51 Edw. HI. he was made General of all thoſe Forces 
which were ſent to Calais, Ardes, Guiſnes, and other Places, 


within the Realm of France, then in the King's Poſſeſſion; hav- 


ing then of his own Retinue 7 one Hundred Men at Arms, and 
one Hundred Archers; and a ready Supply of two Hundred Men 
at Arms, and two Hundred Archers, all mounted on Horſeback. 
But in that Year he was in great Danger of bis Life, by being 
a Favourer of Hichliff, who affirmed Doctrines very diſagree-

diately thither, and breaking open the Gates, him out by 
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Force, and fearched every where in the Houſe to find the Lord 
Percy, tearing his Beds and Hangings in Pieces, with their Bills 
and Javelins. He was happily out of the Way, being, with the 
Duke of Lancafter, invited to Dinner, by Fohn of pres V, at 
his Houſe Ipres- Inn, in Knight-Rider's Street. And being 
informed of this Madneſs of the People, and that they were 
making to them, the Duke, with the Lord Percy, went haſtily 
out at a back Gate, and croſſing the Thames, went to the Prin- 
ceſs of Wales at Kennington, who had with her there Prince Ri- 
chard; and on her Interceflion, Matters were accommodated. 
And being preſent *, as Marſhal of England, at the Coronation 
of King Richard the Second, 16 Fuly, 1377, he did his Homage *, 
and was then advanced to the Dignity, and Title of Earl of 
Northumberland. Whereupon he had a ſpecial Grant ©, that the 
Lands of which he then ſtood ſeized, or did afterwards pur- 
_ ſhould be held Sub Honore Comitatus, and as Parcel ot his 

rldom. | 

But ſhortly after reſigning * his Marſhal's Rod, retired to his 
Command in Northumberland. And the Earl of Dunbar com- 
mitting great Diſorders, and ſlaying the Inhabitants of Roxbo- 
rough, in Scotland, (then under the Power of the Eng/iþ) he 
raiſed © an Huy of ten Thouſand Men, and therewith marched 
into that Kingdom, and for three Days together, waſted the 
Lands of that Earl with Fire and Sword, and then returned Home. 
The ſame Year, being joined * with the Biſhop of Hereford, and 
Edmund Mortimer, Earl of March, to treat of Peace between

And a Truce being ſoon af- 
ter made, he was conſtituted ' one of the Commiſſioners to ſee 
Redreſs of all _ done in the Marches, contrary to the Tenor 
thereof. In 3 ch, IL be was again in * Commiſſion for guard- 
ing of thoſe Marches towards Northumberland. In 4 Rich, Il. on 
* that Invaſion made by the Scots into Cumberland, and .

to Sir Matthew Redman, Knt. his Lieutenant at Berwick ; 

Sir Matthew was ſo ſtrict in Obſervation of the Commands then 
laid on him, that, on the Return of the Duke of Lancafter out 
of Scotland, (where he had been to quiet all Differences by a 
Treaty) he refuſed him Entrance; which cauſed ſo great an - > 
moſity from the Duke towards this Earl, that upon a Meeti 
of moſt of the Nobles at Berkham/ted,: very ſharp Words 
betwixt them, in the King's Preſence. hereupon he * was ar- 
reſted ; but the Earls of //arwick, and Suffolt, undertaking for 
his A ce at the next Parliament, had Liberty to depart. 
There been much Friendſhip between Jahn of Gaunt, Duke 
of 22 King of Caftile, &c. and this Henry Earl of Vor- 
thumber ; which, on King Richard's coming to the Throne, 
grew cold; and, as Speed * writes, turned into Hatred. Stow 

ives an Account, that the Parliament, which about the 

eaſt of All Saints, endured long, to ſmall Purpoſe, by Reaſon 
of the Contention among the Lords, concerning the Duke of 
Lancaſter, and the Earl of Northumberland, whoſe 'Quarrel, in 
the End, was taken up by the King, and then the Lords proceed- 
ed to treat of the Buſineſs of the Realm. 
In the ſame Year (5 Rich. II.) he obtained a Charter * for a 
weekly Market every Tueſday, at his Manor of Lekingfield (near 
Beverley) in Com. Ebor. and a Fair yearly, on the Eve and Day 
of the Exaltation of the Holy Grab and ſeven Days following; 
as alſo * for a Market, on the 1donday, every Week, at Semar, 
and a Fair yearly, upon the Feaſt of St. Martin, in July. 
In 5 Rich. II. obſerving” that the Scots had done much Miſ- 
chief in Northumberland, by their frequent Incurſions, he march- 
ed into that Realm, and repaid * them in like Manner.

Our Hiſtori- 
ans relate, That King Richard going into Ireland, he ſent a 
Purſuivant to the Earl of Northumberland, to attend him with 
all the Force he could get together. Whereupon the Earl 
returned Anſwer, * That it was not ſafe to draw away the 
© Strength of the North to go againſt the /r;þ, whom a leſs 
* Force, than what he had with him, was enough to ſubdue ; 
and thoſe Countries would, by withdrawing the Men, be ex- 
© poſed to the Injuries of the Scottiſh Borders, who waited all 
* Opportunities, as the King well knew, to make their Advan- 
© tages of England; and were no longer Friends, than they 
© wanted a fair Occaſion to ſhew their Enmity, with Gain to

He therefore 
ſet up Henry Duke of Lancaſter and Hereford, Son of John 
Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, fourth Son of Edward the Third, 
who was then in France, baniſhed by the King, having diſpatch- 
ed Meſſengers unto him there. The Duke of Lancafter, with 
only a ſmall Guard, landed about the Beginning of July, at 
Ravenſpur in Holderneſs, in Yorkſhire; where he was received 
by the Earl of Northumberland, and his Son, Sir Henry Percy, 
the Earl of W:/ftmorland, and many other Perſons of Honour, 
with a conſiderable Body of Men; and in few Days their Army 
was encreaſed to near 60000, The Duke of York, who was

In 3 Hen. IV. the Scots again invading * England, this Earl, 
and his valiant Son, having then * the Earl of Dunbar with them, 
who had deſerted his Countreymen) raiſed * a conſiderable 
ower; and giving them Battle“ at Halwedon- Hill, obtained a 
ſignal Victory, wherein the Earl Douglas, their General, was 
wounded *, and made Priſoner , and ſeveral others. Where- 
upon the King ordered this Earl, Guardian of the Weſt-Marches 
towards Scotland *, not to ſet them at Liberty for any Ran- 


ſom. 
4 Hen. IV. the King granted to him, * and his Heirs, for 

his good Services in Time paſt, and eſpecially for his lauable Con- 
duct in the late Expedition againſt the Scots, (who were invad- 
ing the Kingdoin of England) the whole County of Douglas ; 
the Vales of Eſſedale, Lydeſdale, and Lawaterdale ; the Lord- 
ſhip of Selleryt, and Foreſt of Eteryk, late the Poſſeſſions of 
Wilkam, James, and Archibald Douglas; and all the Lordſhips, 
and Lands, which Archibald Earl of Douglas, and Jean his Mo- 
ther, held in Scotland, at the Time of taking the faid Earl Pri- 
ſoner at Homeldonhill; except the Lordſhip of Galloway, the 
Town of Amarde, the whole County and Lordſhip of Tevydale, 
the Caſtle and Town of Rokeſburgh, the Town of Old Rokeſ- 
' burgh, the Barony of Spraweſton; and thoſe Baronies, Lands, 
Tenements, and Lordſhips, which belong to Ralph Nevil, late 
Lord Raby, Fohn his Son, or __ of the ſaid John) now 
Earl of We/tmerland, in the ſaid ty of Tewydale. But the 
ſame Year, (viz. 4 Hen. IV.) having been * at no ſmall Charge 
in the King's Service, and requiring © ſuch Moneys, as were then 
due to him, for the Wardenſhip of the Marches, he received“ 
no ſatisfactory Anſwer ; which inflamed © him with ſo much Diſ- 
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content, as at length it wrought his own Ruin. Likewiſe his 
ſtout Son, ere ou into Rebellion, ſoon after loſt 
his Life, in the Battle of Shrewſbury. 

The King, on his riſing againſt him, commanded the Sheriff 
of Berks and Oxford,. to proclaim in all Places, Sir Henry Percy, 
Chevalier, a Traytor , for _ up againſt him in Rebellion, 
and aſſociating himſelf with the Rebels in Wales and Scotland ; 
and that all Perſons, able to bear Arms, do repair immediately to 
him, to go againſt the ſaid Sir Henry. Our Hiſtorians relate, that 
King —5 not ſatisſied with the Peace, which followed the 
Earl of Northumberland's Conqueſts, was eager, and deſirous to 
ſhare in the Gains by them ; therefore demanded of the Earl all his 
moſt profitable Priſoners, whoſe Redemption would raiſe great Sums. 
The Earl alledged. That as it was moſt juſt, that they who had 
<* undergone the Danger of Battle, ſhould have all the Advantages 
of Prey and Priſoners ; ſo it had been the Cuſtom of the Kings 
© of England, to allow the Lords of the North, all the Advantage 
of the Scotch Wars, to encourage them in defending his Do- 
© minions, and make up the Damages. of the continual Depre- 
© dations of that faithleſs People.” The King, angry at this ſeem- 
ing Denial, not only took the Priſoners he had demanded, but 
was ſo diſpleaſed with the Earl, as not to ſuffer him to come 
into his Preſence, Having been inſtrumental in raiſing King 
Henry to the Throne, he reſented this Severity to him, not only 
as a great Injuſtice, but great Ingratitude; and therefore reſolved 
to —_— his Wrong upon the King himſelf; whom, as he had 
ſet up, ſo he'thought he had Power enough to pull him down ; 
having great Power in the North, and commanding in his Coun- 
try like a Petty King, as my Author writes. Hereupon he joined: 
with his near Relation, Edmund Mortimer, Earl of March, by 
the Marriage of Eleanor his Aunt, who as Heir claimed the 
Crown ; and was upon fair Terms with OwenGlendour ; whereby 
he thought it no hard Matter to unite the Velſb with them, in de- 
throning King Henry. The Earl having laid this Train for Rebellion, 
to render his future Actions more plauſtble, and his Party ſtronger, 
he, by the Advice of his Brother, Thomas Percy, Earl of Mor- 
ceſter, demanded of the King the Redemption of the Earl of 
March, his Kinſman, who had long lain in foul and miſera- 
ble Impriſonment, among the King's Enemies. The King 
anſwered, * That he had no Reaſon to redeem the Earl of 
* March, becauſe he was not taken for his Cauſe, nor in his 
* Service; but had ſuffered himſelf to fall into the Hands of 
* Owen Glendour, and the Welfb, being unwilling to reſiſt them.“ 
At this Reply, the Earl blazed Abroad the King's Cruelty, who 
would not redeem ſo near a Relation. And his Son, Henry 
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Hotſpur, ſaid openly , * Behold the Heir of the Realm is rob- 
* bed of his Right, and the Robber will not redeem- him with 
© a Part of his own.* And the Earl, with his Son, the Earl of 
Aﬀarch, and Owen Glendour, obliged themſelves, by Indenture 
Tripartite, to depoſe King and after his Depoſition, it 
was agreed, that Glengdour ſhould have Wales, and the Lands 
beyond Severn, to rule over them as their King; that the Earl 
of Northumberland ſhould. govern all the Countries on the North 
Side of . Trent; and the Earl of March ſhould enjoy all the Re- 
_ fidue of England, as ſupreme. Lord. This Agreement being 
made, they endeavoured to raiſe an Army ſufficient for their De- 
fign. The Earl of Northumberland procured an Augmentation 
of his Forces out of Scotland, by releaſing his Captives, and 
Promiſes of ſeveral Lordſhips adjoining to thoſe Parts; by which 
Means, they raiſed-a large and well appointed Army. They de- 
clared, That King giving Encouragement to Calum- 
© niators, and Flatterers, their Enemies, had entertained fuch an 
« Averſion to them, that they dare not come in his Preſence, 
© but by the Mediation of the Biſhops. That though he was 
© raiſed to the Throne, for the Good of the Nation, yet he had 
ä the Tyrant, and abuſed his Truſt; converting the 
Money. given by the Parliament for the publick Defence, to 
© his own private Intereſt; therefore, for their own Security, and 
© to reform the Government, they had raiſed thoſe Forces, to 
— Things into better Courſe, both for themſelves and the 
Nation.“ 

The King had no Suſpicion of their Contrivances, and having 
no viſible Enemy, but the Wel. be raiſed a powerful Army to 
reduce them; which gave him Opportunity, when the Earl of 
Nor thumberland's Forces appeared, to be in a good Condition to 

ſe them. But conſidering a Civil War would hurt his Sub- 
jects, he choſe to allay Diſcontents, by Reply, That he never 
had diny'd Acceſs to the Earl of Northumberland, the Lord Percy, 
his Son, or any of the Lords of their Party : That the Monies given 
by Parliament were paid to the Earl of Northumberland; ſo that 
their laints were groundleſs. The King was inclined to wait 
their Anſwer, but the Earl of March, a Scot, telling him Delays 
were 9 put him upon haſtening to them, to give them 
Battle, which proved of ſome Advantage to the King. For the 
Rarl of Northumberland, being indiſpoled, was not come to his 
Son at Shrew/bury. The King, to avoid the Effuſion of Blood, 
offered them Pardon, upon their own Terms: And Lord Percy 
was ſo far wrought on, that he was willing to ſubmit to the 
King, and ſent his Uncle, the Earl of Worcefter, to repreſent 
their Grievances ; who having procured-a Conference, the Ki 
condeicended. to heal the Breach. But the Earl of Worcefter re- 
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was more incenſed than before, and forthwith blew the Trum-

ight being begun, the Scots, with great Reſolution, fiercely f 
upon the King's Van-guard, and forced them to give Ground,

ter. The Lord Perty, and Earl Douglas, General of the Scots,

the King's , got to his Standard, which they overthrew 
killing Sir Malter Blount, the Standard-Bearer, the Earl of Staf- 
ford, and many others, that guarded it : The King was retreat- 
ed from the Standard, warned of the Danger by the Eatl of 
March; and watching the Opportunity, made ſuch an Onfet on 
his Enemies, in the Abſence of their chief Commanders, that he 
broke their Order, and obtained a compleat Victory. In 
Battle, which laſted three Hours, the King was once diſmount- 
ed, and the Prince his Son wounded in the Face, ten Knights 
with 1600 Men, were killed, and 4000 wounded, on the King's 
Side; the Lord Percy was ſlain ; the Earl of Worcefer, and 
others, being taken Prifoners : The Earl, two Days after the 
Battle, was ded, and his Head ſent up to London, to be ſet 
on the Bridge. The Lord Percy's Body was by the King per- 
mitted to be buried; yet afterwards, by his eſpecial Command, 
it was taken up, beheaded, and | 

The Earl of Northumberlaud, who by Indiſpoſition had been 
kept from joining with his Brother and Son, ſoon after the Fight 
marched towards Shr with a Reinforcement, but being 
met by the Earl of Meſmorland, with a ſtrong Detachment from 
the King, retreated to Warkworth Caftle. The King having 
ſettled his Affairs about Shrewſbury, went to York, whence he ſent 
his Commands to the Earl of Northumberland to diſband ths 
Forces, and come to him, upon Aſſurances of Mercy. The Earl 
obeyed his Summons, and diſmiſſing his Forces, attended on the 
King at Tord, on the Morrow after St. Latorenct's Day, Angu/t 
11, When the King pardoned him his Life, but deprived him 
of his Eſtate and Honour, for the preſent, and kept him in Pri- 
ſon, till the Ferment was over; yet afterwards reſtored him 
to his Honour and Lands, excepting the 2 which the 
King gave him in the Beginning of bis Reign, forfeited by the 
Attainder of the Earl of Saliſbury.

II. it appears, that he was again conſtituted Warden 
of the Eaſt-Marches. 

He ſigned, among other great Men, *, that Letter, dated 26

again at Calais, he made ſeveral Excurſions towards Bowlogne ;

ntry into any of the faid Lands, do firſt, by Matter of Record, 
ove in the Chancery the Lands entailed ; ſaving as before. 

In 3 Hen. V. the King * ſent the Lord Grey of Codnovre, and 
Sir John Nevil, to bring him out of Scotland into England. 
And in the Parliament holden at Veſiminſler, March 16, in that 
Year *, he did his Homage to the King, fitting in his Chair of 
Eftate, before the Biſhops, Lords, and Commons; in ſuch wiſe 
as other Peers do. The ſame Year, the King, in regard that his 
Brother, Job Duke of Bedford, had Poſſeſſion of his whole In- 
heritance ', he gave unto that Duke, in recompence thereof, 
an Annuity of 3000 Marks; one to be paid out of his Exche- 
quer, and the r two out of his Receipt of his Dutchy of 
Cormwal ; until he ſhould ſettle other Lands upon him, his 
Heirs, of an equivalent Value. | 

In 4 Hen. V. b he fat in the Parliament holden at Fftminfeer, 
October 19, as Earl of Northumberland; and the ſame Year, was 
 Þ conſtituted General Warden of the Marches of Scotland; and 
was alſo retained to ſerve the King in his Expedition that Year 
into France. Likewiſe before the End of the Year, 8 Decem- 
ber, 4 Hen. V. was * commiſſioned to receive ſufficient Security, 
for the Return of James Steward (who called himſelf King of 
Scotland) into England; or on failure thereof, for the Payment 
of 100000 Marks, according to certain Indenturzs, made be- 
tween the King, and the ſaid James Steward. And was alſo im- 
powered | to grant Letters of ſafe Conduct, to ſuch Perſons as

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ſhould come to the ſaid James Steward, King of Scotland, as he 
called himſelf. 

On the 5th of June, 175 Hen. V. being then * Warden of 
the Eaſt-Marches towards 2 he was commiffioned to treat 
with the Scotch about a Truce; and afterwards, the ſame Year , 
was again in the Wars of France with the . who, about 
the End of July, took Ship at Portſinouth , and landing in Ner- 
mandy, conquered the grezteſt Part of that Province. 

In 6 Hen. V. he continued in the Wars of France v, and Ralph 
Racheford, and John Ferreby, were commiſſioned by the King, 
in bis Army near the City of Roan, q Auguf/t, 1418, to review 
the Forces, then under his Command, ind Fol Earl of Hunt- 
3ngden. Likewiſe, in that Year a, was Warden of the Eaft- 

arches, and conſtituted Governor of Berwick. 

In 7 Hen. V. he received Command from John Duke of Bed- 
ford, Guardian of the Realm, to array, and try all Men, fit- 
ting to bear Arms, as well Hoblers as Archers, in the North- 
Riding of the County of York; and to muſter them, and have 
them in readineſs to march to the Sea Coaſts, for Defence there- 
of; and to ere Beacons in proper Places; an Invaſion being 
then threatened by the King of * and Leon, who had pro- 
cured a great Fleet of Ships, as ſaid Duke ſigniſied to the 
Earl. And the King being Abroad in the Wars of France, the 
Earl of Northumberland was eſpecially confided in, for the De- 
fence of the Northern Parts of the Realm. 

1 V. 7 April, 1421, the King ſignified to this Earl *, 
and Ralph Earl of We/imorland, that he is preparing to go into 
Normandy, and other Parts of France; and in Confidence of 
their Loyalty and Care, commiſſions them to ſummon ſuch Per- 
ſons, as they ſhall think proper, in the North and Weſt-Ridings 
of Yorkſhire, and to treat with them about lending a Loan of 
Money, to be paid into the Hands of the Treaſurer of England, 
before the firſt of Jay. Likewiſe, in Confideration of his ſpe- 
cial Services „ by Privy-Seal, dated 3 June, 1421, 9 Hen. V. 
anted to him the Government of the Town of Berwick upon 


Tweed, as alſo Warden of the Eaſt-Marches of Scotland, for two 


Years, from the 11th of April laſt paſt ; with an annual Stipend 
of 5000 I. in Time of War, and 2500 l. in Time of Peace. 
Before the Expiration of which, the King died at Beis le Vincens, 
the laſt of Auguſt, 1422. 

Humphrey, Duke of Gloucefter, being conſtituted, by Privy- 
Seal, 27 February, 1 Hen, VI. Protecter of the Realm, on

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ſecond of March ſollowing, the ſame was read in the Houſe of 
the Niers Preachers in Landen, before the Earl of Northum- 
berland, and other Lords of the Council; and Letters Patents 
ordered to be made thereupon. Likewiſe, on the ſixth of March

In 2 Hen. VI. 14 February, he was commiſſioned to treat 
with James King of Scotland, or his Commiſſioners, about a 
Truce ; which was concluded at Durham (to hold for ſeven Years, 
from the firſt of May) 28 March, 2 Hen. VI. and the Earl of 
Northumberland was one of the Conſervators thereof, with the 
Duke of Gloucefter, the Protector. And by Commiſion, dated 
the ſame Day, 28 March, he was impowered to conduct the 
King of Scotland from Durham into his own Kingdom. :

and Eaſt-Marches towards Scotland, the Sum of 2000 Marks for

In 4 Hen. VI. he was ſummoned *, with his Son Henry, Lord

ford, the Regent, at a ſolemn Feaſt held on Whitſunday. Alſo 


the ſame Year *, was in Commiſſion to rectify all Matters done 
contrary to the Truce with Scotland. | 

In 5 Hen, VI. he was * conſtituted, with his Son, Sir Henry 
Percy, and others, Commiſſioners, for arraying Soldiers in the 
North and Eaſt-Ridings of Yorkſhire, to be ſent into France. 
And continuing in the North, was, in 7 Hen. VI. commiſſioned 
* to treat about the releaſing the Hoſtages of the King of Scots, 
and paying his Ranſom ; alſo, about ' amending whatſoever had 
been done contrary to the Truce. | 

In 8 Hen. VI. he u was commiſſioned to receive of James, 
King of Scotland, ſuch Sums of Money as was due, and agreed 
= be paid for his Ranſom; and impowered to prorogue the 

ruce. 

In Hen. VI. on a Truce agreed at Edinburgb, 5 December, 


1430, concluded by him ", Thomas Biſhop of Durham, and Ri- 


chard Earl of Saliſbury, to hold from the firſt of May, 1431, to 
May 1, 1436. He was alſo one of the Conſervators thereof, 
with Humphry Duke of Glaucęſter, the Regent, Sc. 

In 10 Hen. VI. he had Command from the King to receive *, 
from Thomas College, Serjeant at Arms, Themas Hay, and other 
Hoſtages for James, King of Scotland, that had been delivered 
to the faid Themas, by Richard Earl of Saliſbury, Conſtable of 
Pontefrat#-Caftle, and the Earl of Huntingdon, Conſtable of the 
Tower of London; and on the Receipt of them, to deliyer to the 
ſaid Thomas College, thoſe Hoſtages that were in his Cuſtody. 

In 11 Hen. VI. he was one of the Commiſſioners affigned ?, 
to meet with others from the King of Scotland, concerning Satis- 
faction for the Wrongs done by the Subjects of either Kingdom, 
contrary to the Articles of Truce. And in 12 Hen. VI. con- 
ſidering the Town of Alnwike, ſituate upon the Marches of Scot- 
land, to be an open Place, and not at all defenſible, by reaſon 
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whereof, much Miſchief had been frequently done to it, he * ob- 
tained Licence of the King to environ it with an imbattelled 
Wall of Stone, and to erect ſuch defenſible Turrets thereon, as 
he ſhould judge moſt expedient. | 
In 14 Hen. VI. on Information given to the King, that the 
Scots intended to beſiege Berwick, he had ſpecial Summons * to 
himſelf for the Defence of that Place. And in 16 Hen. 

. by reaſon * of his good Service done, and to be done, had 

a Grant of one Hundred Pounds per Annum, during his Life, to 
be paid out of the Lordſhip of Bradwell, in Er. Alſo the 
ſame Year, he concluded with the Commiſſioners of Scotland, 
at London, a Truce, to hold to the firſt of May, 1447 ; and was 
appointed one of the Conſervators thereof. And was likewiſe * 
commiſſioned to ſettle the Bounds of the two Kingdoms, be-. 
tween Berwick, and Rokeſburgh-Caftles, for the feeding of Cattle, 
making' Hay, carrying Firewood, &c. 4 
In 21 Hen. VI. this Earl gave “ the Advowſon of the Church 
of Harncliffe, and three Acres of Land, lying within the Precincts 
of that Manor, to the Mafters and Scholars of Univer ſity-Col- 
lege, in Oxford, and to their Succeſſors for ever. And in 28 
Hen. VI. in Conſideration * of his good and acceptable Services, 
was conſtituted Conſtable of England; to execute that Office by 
himſelf, or his ſufficient Deputy, in ſuch Manner as the Lord 
Viſcount Beaumont held it. 5 
In 29 Hen. VI. he ? was one of the Conſervators of the Truce 
with Scotland; concluded on, to laſt till Auguft 152 1454. In' 
30 Hen. VI. he was again * aſſigned one of the Commiſſioners 
to treat with others from Scotland, upon the Articles ſigned by 

James the Firſt, King of that Realm. | 

In 33 Hen. VI. this Earl gratefully remembring the Of- 
fices, and Favours, conferred on him by King Henry the Fifth, 
continued loyal to his Son, King Henry the Sixth, and was a 
ſtout Aſſerter of the Lancaſtrian Intereſt. He was preſent with 
the King at Greenwich, 4 March, 33 Hen, VI. and being one 
of the Lords of his Council, adviſed the ſetting at Liberty E4d- 
mund Duke of — who had been impriſoned in the Tower 
one Year and ten Weeks, for his Oppoſition to Richard Duke of 
York, And notwithſtanding the Duke of York ®, and the Duke

The Forward was by the Earl of 
Northumberland, who had under his Standard the Lord Scrope of 
Bolton, Sir John Middilton, and other Knights and Soldiers, to 
the Number of 5800; and paſling ſuddenly the River Tweed, 
entered the Town of Berwick ; but the Caſtle, under the Com- 
mand of Earl Bothwell, refuſing to ſurrender, they laid Siege to 
it, which being left to the Lord Stanley, with a ſufficient Num- 


ber of Men, they marched towards Edinburgh ; and ente 
therein, ſaved the Town, and Inhabitants, from Fire and Sword: 
at the earneſt Deſire of the Duke of Albany, then with them. 
After which, the Caſtle of Berwick being delivered to the Eng- 
2 has been ever ſince in our Poſſeſſion. And the Duke of 
255 in Honour thereof, made ſeveral Knights Bannerets, 
and Knights, in Hoton-Field, beſide Berwick, 22 Auguſt . Alſo, 
the Earl of Northumberland being impowered to confer the Ho- 
nour of Knighthood, on the Plain of Sefford, the ſame Time, 
made Knights, Sir Marmaduke Conflable, Sir Chriftopher Ward, 
Sir Thomas Grey, Sir Ralph Widrington, and Sir Thomas Tempeſt.

VII. being Lieutenant of Yorkþrire e, 
and commanded by the King to levy that Aid, then taxed, to 
carry on the War in Brittany, the try People, conceiving 
him to be the Cauſe of that Tax, roſe tumultuouſly, and * mur- 
dered him, at Cecklodge, near Thirſt, (cighteen Miles North of 
York) on the Day of St. Vitalis the Martyr, viz. 28 April; where- 
upon, being buried at Beverley, he had a ſtately Monument ereQ- 
ed to his Memory there, now defaced. The Lord Yerulam, in 
his Life of Henry the Seventh, gives this Account *, That the 
« Commiſſioners, for gathering the Subſidy, finding the People 
© mutinous, complained to the Earl of Northumberland, who 
* was the chief Ruler of the Northern Parts. The Earl imme- 
© diately wrote to the King, henifying in what Flame he found 
© the People, and praying his Direction. The King wrote back 
©* peremptorily, that he would not have one Penny abated, of 
* that which had been granted to him by Parliament. On re- 
< ceiving this Diſpatch, the Earl afſembled the principal Juſtices, 
* &c. of the Country, and telling them the King's Meſſage to 
© him, the People conceived, by the Stoutneſs and Haughtineſs 
of Delivery of the King's Errand, that himſelf was the Author, 
or principal Perſuader of that Council: Whereupon, ſuddainly 
* aflailing the Earl in his Houſe, flew him, and divers of his 
© Houſehold Servants.” 

He had to Wife Maud, Daughter to William Herbert, the 
firſt Earl of Pembroke of that Name, by whom be left Iſſue four 
Sons, and three Daughters; Eleanor, Wife of Edward Stafford, 
Duke of Buckingham ; Anme, married to William Fitz- Allan, Earl 
of Arundel; and Elizabeth, who died young. 

His four Sons were *, Henry, his Surcefior in his Honours. 

Sir William Percy, ſecond Son, of whom I find no further 
Mention, than that, in 14 Hen. VII. when the Scots invaded 
England, he brought Forces to the Earl of Surry, and raiſed the

On 
the French threatening to relieve the Siege of 7 herovene, the 
King marched towards them *, on which enſued that En 
ment, called by our Hiſtorians, The Pattle of the Spurs, from the 
Swiftneſs of the French in running away. Town being ſur- 
rendered immediately after, the Army ©, on the 15th of Sep- 
tember, ſet down before Tournay ; and the Lord Herbert, with 
the Earl of Northumberland, on the Weſt of the Town began 
their Batteries, and obliged them to ſurrender on the 22d of S- 
tember, which put an End to the Campaign. | 
In 12 Hen. VIII. he attended the King at the Interview with 
Francis, King of France, betwixt Guiſnes, and Ardres *, and was 
one of the Noblemen appointed to go with the King, when they 
embraced. And the Year following *, alſo attended the King at 
Canterbury, the 27th of May, on the Arrival of the Emperor. 
In 14 Hen. VIII. on a Suſpicion of an Invaſion from Scotland, 
the King ſent for this Earl, and made him Warden of the whole 
Marches, which he thankfully accepted, and fo departed Lord 
Warden. But (as my Author recites () however it happened, 
he ſoon after made Suit to the King, and his Council, and never 
left, till he was diſcharged of that Truſt; and then the Earl of 
Surry was made General-Watden,

Likewiſe Power to 
agree to, and to make a Ceſſation of Arms, from one Week to 
another, or Month to Month, with the Scots, To appoint two 
Deputies under them, and two other Officers, called Warden 
Serjeants, and other Sub-Officers, as — ſhall think proper. To 
hold and enjoy the ſaid Office of Warden, and Captain of the 
| Town of Berwick aforeſaid, to the ſaid Earl of Northumberland, 
and Lord Wharton, during Pleaſure, either by themſelves, or 
Deputies. Likewiſe, on the ninth of Augu/? * was ap- 
pointed General Warden of the Marches between England and 
Scotland, viz. the Middle-March, and of Tynſdale, and Riddleſ- 
dale, with the Powers beforementioned ; alſo * General Warden 
of the Eaſt-March, and Captain of the Town of Berwick, by 
himſelf, with the ſame Powers, as with Lord Hharten. In the 
ſame Year, he obtained a Victory over the Scots, and many were 
taken Priſoners ; whereof he advertiſed the Queen the 18th of 
November, The Earl of Shrewſbury, Lord Prefident of the North, 
in his Letter to the Privy-Council, of the Retreat of the Scots 
Army from the Engliſb Borders, ſays , The Charge that the No- 
blemen of Scotland have been put to this 7, „the ill mou: 
their Stoutneſs in landing againft the Quren, and the Diverſity that 
hath been among them, grow to ſome greater Effect, than can 
be yet well conjectured. The Earl of Northumber Sc. each 
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in their Calling, yea and all the Soldiers, have ſhewed in this pre- 
ſent Service a great good Will, much Intelligence, and a Patience in 
deing, and ſuffering the Weather, and the want of Things. 

In the firſt Year of Queen Elizabeth, he was conſtituted Ge- 
neral Warden of the Eaft and Middle-Marches towards Scotland ; 
and ſoon after, one of the Commiſſioners for treating of Peace 
between England and Scotland ; and concluded certain Articles, 
wherein the Boundaries of both Kingdoms were ſettled, 'Sc. as 
may be ſeen at large in Rymer's Fadera, Vol. 15. p. 521, & 
ſeq. and was ſigned at Upſalington v, by this Thomas Earl of Ner- 
thumberland, and others, Managers for England.

It 
was debated in Council, and Sir Ralph Sadler was diſpatched to 
the Borders of Scotland *, to adviſe with the Earl of Northumber- 
land, Warden of the Middle-March, on that Affair; and the 
Queen and Council reſolving to drive the French out of that King- 
dom *, William Lord Grey, an excellent Soldier, was made Warden 
of the Middle and Eaſt-Marches, which gave ſome Diſtaſte to 
the Earl of Northumberland : But in the fifth Year of Queen E- 
lizabeth, he was elected one of the Knights of the moſt noble 
Order of the Garter; and I don't find any further Mention of 
him, till 12 Queen Elizabeth, 1565. 

In that Year, as Cambden writes *, the Duke of Norfolk, the 
Earls of Arundel, Northumberland, W:/tmorland, Pembroke, Lei- 
ceſter, and others, began to clamour againſt Secretary Cecil, as 
they had done once or twice before, about the Supplies ſent to 
the Proteſtants of France; though the real Cauſe was, they en- 
vied the Intereſt he had in the Queen, and were jealous of his 
favouring the Houſe of Suffolk in the Point of the Succeſſion, 
and were contriving to get him in the Tower. But the Queen 
ſurpriſed them in the very Inſtant, and awed them out of thoſe 
Meaſures * ; likewiſe defeated another Plot of theirs, more cloſely 
laid, to proclaim. the Queen of Scots undoubted Heir to the 
Crown, ſhould Queen Elixabeth do otherwiſe than well.

Marches, entered into Scotland, and burnt the Houſes of Lynton, 
and 16 Towns more, routed Sir Andrew Carr, and divers Bor- 
derers, and brought off a great Booty of Cattle, &c. | 

In the ſecond Year of Queen Elizabeth, he was em 
her, to ſift the Intentions of the Proteſtants in Scotland, who 
ſtiled themſelves Congregationers, and the Meaſures they intended 
to take ; and on Condition that Succour ſhould be ſent them, 
upon what Terms a good Correſpondence might be ſet on Foot 
between the two Kingdoms.

After Sir Francis Vere, had received and read this Letter, he 
aſked Captain Jhitlocke, yf he had nothing to deliver him by 

otde of Mouthe? He replied, that in Caſe he ſhould offer to 
write an Anſwer by him, then the Earl of Northumberland gave 
him Charge to ſaye, That he was forbidden to take any Letter, 
but to crave a direct Anſwer by Word of Mouthe ; which the Earle 
| Bi himſelfe Sir Francis Vere would not refuſe to ſend, 
Then Sir Francis Vere reading the Letter once againe, he wil 
Captain Fhitlocke to ſignify unto the Earl of Northumberland, 
That upon ſuch a Suject as that was, he could not ſoe ſuddenly 
give Anſwere, either by Word or Writing, but that he would 
think of it, and ſend it. Whereupon Captain J/hitheck aſked 
him, Yf he would not name to the Earl of Northumberland 
any prefixed Time, Hee told him again in theſe expreſs Words, 
That he would not name the Tyme preciſely ; for in his Re- 
ſolutions, when he took them, he was ſudden, and therefore he 
knew not, how ſ6one he ſhould be readie to anſwere him. 


Thus Ciptain Wbitlecte parted from bim. "AY 
Lin | | Sunday 
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Sunday Morning, the 25th, Colonel Ogle came to the Eatl of 
Northumberland's Lodging, and told his Lordſhip, That Sit 
Francis Vere, upon the Receipt of his Letter, had no Diſpoſiti- 
on to lay himſelf open to the Bearer thereof, as to let bim 
underſtand his Mind; but that he had adviſed ſince with him - 
ſelf, and ſent an Anſwer of his Letter in another. Which Co- 
lonel Ogle intreated his Lordſhip to receive. To this the Earl of 
Northumberland replied, That he was reſolved to ſtand to that 
he had ſet down in his Letter, ſent by Captain Fhitlock. That 
he would receive no Letter, but a di Anſwer, appointi 
the Time and Place where they ſhould meet, and bring either ol 
them a Friend, to be Witneſſes of that ſhould be ſaid betwixt 
them both. His Lordſhip aſked him withal, Whether Sir Francis 
Vere willed him to ſay, that his Lordſhip tied him to Conditi 
that were over hard, by calling him to any ſuch Place abroad? 
He faid, Yes. To which the Earl of Northumberland anſwered, 
That it was no Diſparagement to Sir Francis Vere, to fay a Truth 
in any Place, or in any Man's Preſence; and if he would juſtify 
himſelf in any Thing that ſhould be laid to his Charge, there 
was no Place fitter than ſuch as he required. Colonel Ogle an- 
ſwered, That Sir Francis Vere would bring no Body with bim, 
but was deſirous to meet his Lordſhip alone, ſo that it might 
be in a Place, for the Reſpe&t whereof there ought to be no 
Scuffling, or Drawing of Swords. To this the Earl of Northum- 
berland replied. That he would not ſtick with him to meet him 
alone; but to ſtand upon any Reſpect of Place, it was to no 
Purpoſe, for neither his own Houſe, no? Sir Francis Vere's, nor 
the Court, nor the Market-Place, were fit for deciding their 
Controverſies. And that he muſt he ſure, whereſoever he ſhould 
meet. him, he would not go without the Weapons he did or- 
dinarily wear, neither would bar the Uſe of them, if it were re- 
quiſite. With this, Colonel Ogle being upon his ure, offer- 
ed to deliver his Letter a ſecond Time, ſaying, He knew not 
how to acquit himſelf of his Duty towards Sir Francis Vere, if 
he did not deliver it according as he gave him in Charge 
The Earl of Northumberland aſked him, Whether he bad him 
leave the Letter in his Chamber, in Caſe he would not receive 
it? He anſwered, Yes, that he bad him exprefely leave it. The 
Earl of Northumberland bad him lay it down upon the Table: 
Which he had no ſooner done, but the ſaid Earl ſtepping to his 
Sword, that was hanging upon the Wall, he drew it half out, 
and bad Colonel Ogte carty back the Letter, ſaying, with his 
Hand upon his Sword, This is ſufficient for 2 — 
Duty towards Sir Francis Vere. Colonel Ogle took the er 
up again, and went down. When he was gone ſo far as into the 
Street, the Earl of Northumberland made him be called back 
again, and bad him tell Sir Francis, That he ftaid in Landen ex- 
prefsly from his Buſineſs elſewhere, to have an Anſwer, —_ 
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he would appoint a Time and Place, or no. Colonel Ogle made 
yo. the third Time, an Offer to deliver Sir Francis his Letter. 
Earl bad him, he ſhould not offer it any more, unleſs he 
had a Fantaſy, that th:y two ſhould have a Thruft together. 
And thus Colonel Ogle parted with the Earl, the Sunday we 
ing. The ſame Sunday, after Dinner, Colonel Ogle came back 
to the Earl of Northumberland, with a new Diſcourſe. That Sir 
Francis Vere, was willing to ſatisfy his Lordſhip ; but that he was 
deſirous to meet him in ſome Place in London, each of them 
accompanied with a Man of Gravity, and of ſome Rank in the 
State; and named, for his Choice, 85 Edward Stafford, or ſome 
ſuch like. To this the Earl of Northumberland replied, That he 
thought it no fit Courſe to trouble ſuch Men ; for that Knight, 
and another his Equal, were Men like enough to acquaint the 
Queen and Council, if they ſaw any Difference betwixt them, 
which might breed farther Contention, and bring them under 
the Power of her Majeſty's Commandment, by their Informati- 
on. Apain, if they ſhould not do this, at the leaſt they would 
hinder them from going together into the Field, if either Party 
ſhould have juſt Cauſe ſo to do; a Proceeding flat againſt his 
Meaning, becauſe he deſired no Noiſe, but privately to be ſatis- 
fied, as in his Letter did appear ; and becauſe he held Sir Francis 
for a gallant Gentleman, and a worthy Commander, he was 
reſolved to deal with him in the Stile of a Soldier; and to be 
ſhort, leſt Sir Francis ſhould, in his ſcoffing Way, ſay, That he 
knew how to handle a Lord ; he therefore would not accept of 
Stateſmen, but-willed Colonel Ogle to tell him, That he would 
be ſtedfaſt to his firſt Deſign, to bring a Gentleman and a Sol- 
dier, over whoſe Sword he was aſſured he had an abſolute Au- 
thority for this Time, and in this Matter betwixt them two; 
and could command him, in honourable Courteſy, not to draw, 
but only to be Witneſs of their Conferences and Appointments, 
leſt Sir Francis Vere, or himſelf, after they were parted, ſhould 
ſay more or leſs of each other, than indeed had been ſaid, Such 
Date he willed Sir Francis to bring with him; and that be 
l em mber, once again, the Contents of his Letter, to 
ſend an abſolute Anſwer, whether he would, or no. The 
ſame Day, toward Evening, for the laſt Time that Colonel Ogle 
came to the Earl of Northumberland, he brought Word, That 
Sir Zane thought it not reaſonable to ſatisfy him after the Man. 
ner B appoint ; and therefore he would not do it, but deſired 
to have under his Hand the particular Cauſes for which he found 
himſelf aggrieved. The Earl of Northumberland replied, That 
to write would be tedious, and azainft his Promiſe, and his Let- 
ter; and that he would not make his batons, — unleſs he 
might be aſſured of Satisfaction, either by Word or Sword, in 


ſuch Place as was fit for a Nobleman, that profeſſed Arms, to 
receive it in. That he ſhould tell Sir Francis, how by 1

fuſal, he was tho y perſuaded he had done him thoſe Wrongs» 
which he meant to lay to his Charge ; and that he would lay uP 
this injurious Dealing in his Heart, and right himſelf thereafter» 
as he ſhall think fit. 

The Matter reſting thus, after three Days, on Thurſday fol- 
lowing, Sir Noel Caroone (Agent for the States, and chief Dealer 
for the Buſineſs Sir Francis Vere had in Hand) did acquaint the 
Queen and Council with their Differences. And ſuddenly it 

caſed her Highneſs to ſend an honourable Perſon to the Earl of 

orthumberland, and to lay a Command upon him, to forbear 
any Action againſt Sir Francis Vere, at that Inſtant employed in 
her Service. Which he in all e accept of, making 
no Reckoning of any Thing, touching his own Particular, in re- 
ſpect of her Majeſty's Service and Commandment. He only 
made the Company, there preſent, to underſtand, That he re- 
ferred himſelf to all Men of Judgment, that made Profeſſion of 
Honour, and that he hoped they would not blame him, if that, 
in attending his Satisfaction, he proteſted, That Sir Francis Vere 
was @ Knave and a Coward, that in fleering and gearing, like a 
common ee, would wrong Men of all Conditions, and had 
neither the Honeſty, nor the Courage to ſatisfy any. 

Sir Francis Vere, in Anſwer to the aforeſaid Account, ſets 
forth, That upon divers ſiniſter Reports (made by baſe and fac- 
tious Perſons} he knew himſelf clear from wronging the Earl of 
Northumberland in his Reputation ; though, on the Knowled 
he had of the Continuance and Favour the Earl ſhews to certain 
mean Perſons, and the Contentment he took in the Bitterneſs of 
their Backbiting of him, he muſt confeſs he grew into Contempt 
of this Humour of the Earl's, and afforded him little Reſpect. 
He acknowledges, that April 24, about fix of the Clock in the 
Evening, Captain H/h:tlock came to him, and after ſome Speeches 
of other Matters, he drew a Letter out of his Pocket, and faid 
the Earl ſent it to him.

ed to Healey; where he appointed a Committee of: his Coun- 
cil of War, whereof the Lord Percy * was one, to meet at leaſt 
once every Day, to conſider of, act, and put in. Execution, ſuch 
Things, as they ſhould find beſt for the Safety. of his Army, and 
to give him an Account of their Conſultations, The Committee 
met firſt at Bewdley, June 13, and debated where to remove 
with the Army; which could not then be determined. But the 
next Day, meeting again, ſome were of Opinion to advance to 
Shrewſbury, and thence to join Prince Rupert; and others pro- 
poſed to take the Advantage of /aller's being advanced fo far 
in the Country, to return to Vorceſter, and fo back to Eveſham, 
to join with that Part of the Army left at Oxford, which would 
enable them to fight with Waller, or purſue any other Deſign, 
This was approved of by the King, who, by ſwift Marches ?, 
reached Oxford on the 20th of Fane, and joined his Army ; 
having, in 17 Days, evaded, and ſevered two great Armies, 
given the Slip to that which followed him; and though he was 
neceflitated to leave Oxford in the Manner beforementioned, it 
prevented the Siege of that City, which had certainly happened, 
if his Majeſty had ſtaid there. Actions that were attended with 
much Judgment, and Succeſs, wherein Lord Percy had a prin- 
cipal Share in the Council. 

On the Conjunction of his Majeſty's Forces, many Debates 
were in the Council of War, how to employ the Army, Waller 
being left behind in Y/orcefterſhire, and E//ex far in the Weſt. 
One Propoſition was to march ſpeedily to London, while both 
the Rebel Generals, and their Armies, were abſent, which his 
Majeſty ſeemed to approve of ; and being then at Buckingham, 
was communicated * to the Committee of Parliament at Oxford,. 
by the Lord Digby, who after two Days returned, without the 
Approbation of the Lords and Commons there. 

But on June 26, Waller rendevouzing in Kenten-Field, tha 
King and Council concluded he meant to give them Battle, and 
reſolved to ſeek him out, and offer it. And at Creprady-Bridge, 
the 29th of June, coming to an Engagement ©, Waller was de-

And 
the Counteſs of Carliſe, in a Letter of the ſame Date to her 
Siſter, the Counteſs of Leicefter, acquaints her *, That her Bro- 
ther, the Earl of Northumberland, Lord Admiral, was better with 
the Deputy [Strafford] than he had been, having expoſtulated 
with him; and that he was then intruſted with the King's greateſt. 
Secrets. December 26, he tells his Lordſhip *, Many Conſultations 
had held on Military Preparations _ next Summer; 
and a mighty Army was intended for the North; but no Man 
knows how it will be paid, if the Parliament ſupply not the King, 
of 72 fear there is tos much Uncertainty; and till I ſee that 
well ſettled, I ſhall joy but little in my Charge.

At the latter End of the Year 1642 , both Houſes of Par- 
lament ſent to the Earl of Northumberland, High-Admiral of 
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| of Submiſſion and Obedience. 

And in the Beginning of the Spring, when the Fleet was pro- 
vided, the Houſe of Commons *, they had excepted againſt 
ſuch Perſons to be Captains of Ships, as they thought not devot- 
ed to them, ſent a formal Meſſage to the Lords, That the 
Earl of Nirthumberland, Lord Admiral, might be moved to 


© that Year's Service.” Whereupon the Lords thought fit, that 
the King's Approbation might be firſt deſired, before it was 
recommended to the Earl of Nortbumberland ; but the Commons 
— 2 uous, ſince the Officers of the Fleet were ab- 
in the 's Diſpoſal, and therefore refuſed to ſend to 
the King, but of themfelves, ſent both to the one Earl, and the 
other; and the Earl of Warwick, without waiting the King's 
Conſent, declared, he was ready to undertake the Employment. 
This being publickly agitated, the King ordered Sec N 
cholas to write to the Earl of Northumberland, that his Majeſty 
expected Sir ahn Pennington ſhould command that Fleet, as he 
two or three before. This Letter being co 
municated to both Houſes, by the Lord Admiral, the Houſe of 
Commons, rather out of Kindneſs and Neſpect to the Earl, 
than of Duty to the King, (as the noble Author writes) con- 
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© deſcended to join with the Lords, in a Meſſage to his Majefty ;* 
which they 7 ſent to the Lord Keeper Littleton, March 28, re- 
commending the Earl of Warwick for that Service. But the 

___ _ King not complying, and thereupon, the Earl of Northumberland 
2 receiving the Order and Deſire of both Lords and Commons, 
to grant his Commiſion to the Earl of Farwick to be Admiral 
of that Fleet, thought himſelf excuſed towards the King, and 
did it accordingly ; the two Houſes repreſenting to the King, the 
Neceſſity and Conveniency of their Proceeding. 

The King, though diſpleaſed with the Earl of Northumberland, 
yet did not think it counſelable to revoke his Lord Admiral's 
Commiſſion, as the noble Author writes; and could not at that 
Time, with Conveniency or Safety to his Affairs, diſplace his 
Lordſhip. However, the King expreſſed ſo much Diſlike to the 
Earl of Warwick's commanding the Fleet, that he was not will- 
ing any Officers he valued ſhould take Employment under him. 
But ſoon after, one of the King's Ships, in the Execution of 
his Commands, being chaſed by the ſaid Fleet as an Enemy, 
© made ſuch a Noiſe in all Places, even to his Reproach and Diſ- 
© honour, that he could not longer defer the Revoking of the 
© Earl of Northumberland's Commiſſion of High-Admiral of Eng- 
© land, and to ſend the Revocation to bim under the Great Seal 
of England.” The Earl of Clarendon writes: His delivering 
© the Fleet into the Hands and Command of the Earl of Marwi, 
© after his Majeſty had expreſsly refuſed it to the Parliament, the 
© King could not eaſily forgive; however, he thought it not 
© then ſeaſonable to reſent it, becauſe he had nothing to object 
© aginſt him, but his Complyance with the Command of the 
Parliament, who would have owned it as their own Quarrel ; 
and muſt have obliged the Earl, to put his whole Intereſt into 
© their Hands, and to have run their Fortune ; to which he was 
© naturally too much inclined. 

His Majeſty's Deſign to get the Fleet into his Hands, did not 
ſucceed ; but how the Attempt failed, is no Part of this Work. 
The King ſent his Revocation to the Earl by one of his Pages, 
who reached London the Evening after the Houſes of Parliament 
were riſen; and delivering the King's Letter, and the Diſcharge 
of his Commiſfion, to his Lordſhip, he, with all Shews of 

k E Submiſſion, (as the Author aſſerts) expreſſed 
© his Reſolution to obey his Majefty ; and a hearty Sorrow, that 
© he be any Misfortune, incurred his Diſpleaſure.. Which 
being quickly known to thoſe who were more concerned in it, 
were exceedingly perplexed ; SIE pants the Earl 
of Northumberland, that notiuithſtanding ſuch his Majeſty's Revo- 
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ration, he would flill continue the Execution of his Office of Lord 
 High- Admiral; in which they would aſſiſt him with their utmoſt 
_ full Power, and Authority. But his Lordſhip alledging, Thar 
it would ill become him. who had received that Charge from the 
King, to continue the Poſſeſſion thereof againſt his expreſ Pleaſure,

(there being a Clauſe in his Grant, that it ſhould be only during 

h Time, as his Majefly thought fit to uſe his Service) utterly re- 
Fuſed to meddle further in it. And thereupon the Parliament 
paſſed an Ordinance, * appointing the Earl of Warwick Admiral, 
< with as full and ample Authority, as he before had from the 
© Earl of Northumberland. | 

After this, the Parliament raiſing an Army, a Battle enſued, 
on October 24, 1642, at Edgehill, where both Sides claimed the 
Victory; but the King taking Banbury, and ſecuring Oxford, 
and Places, ſhewed that his Majeſty's Forces had the Ad- 
vantage. And the 122 g forward towards L 
about the Beginning of November, the Parliament voted 
Addreſs to him for Peace; and deſired a ſafe Conduct, for the 
Earls of Northumberland, and Pembroke, with four Commoners, 
to preſent their Petition to his Majeſty. The King excepting 

Sir Fohn Evelyn, one of the four Commoners, ſo irri- 
tated them, that they voted it A Refuſal of a Treaty. Yet ſome 
ſew Days after, on the King's advancing with his Army to Cole- 
brook, the Clamour of the _ was ſo importunate, that the 
Earls of Northumberland, and Pembrote, with thoſe three of the 
Houſe of Commons, whoſe Names were in the ſafe Conduct, 
met the King at Colebrook, on the x1th of November, and deli- 
vered their Petition; * Deſiring his Majeſty to appoint ſome con- 
© yenient Place, not far from London, w he will pleaſe to 
< reſide, until Committees of both Houſes of Parliament may at- 
© tend him with ſome Propoſitions, for ſettling the State of the 
Kingdom, in ſuch a Manner, as may conduce to his Honour, 
«© Safety, and Proſperity ; and to eace, Comfort, and Se- 
« curity of all his People. 

The King, within two or three Hours after the Receipt of the 
Petition, delivered his Anſwer to them, that he would receive 
their Propoſitions, &c. deſired the Treaty might be ſpeeded, and 
appointed his Caſtle of Windſor for that Purpoſe ; with which 
they returned the ſame Night to London. And (as my Author 
* writes) without Doubt, thoſe Lords who had been with the 
Petition, were reſolved to merit as much as they could of the 
King, by advancing an honourable _—_—_— had it in their

They were 
often diſcufling ſome Points of the Treaty with him until Mid- 
night, before they could come to a Concluſion. Upon one 
of the moſt material Points, they preſſed - his Majeſty, with 
their Reaſons, to grant what they deſired. The — ſaid, he 
was fully . ſatisfied, and promiſed to give them his Anſwer in 
Writing, according to their Deſire. But it being then too late, 
to put into Writing, he would have it drawn up the next 
Morning, (when he commanded them to wait on him again) 
and then would give them his Anſwer in Writing, as. agreed 
on. Yet on their Meeting with the King,. he gave them a 
Paper, quite contrary to what was concluded the Night before, 
and tending to a Breach of the Treaty. On which they preſſed 
him on his I Word; and the ill Conſequences they feared 
would follow. But they could obtain no other from him, 
which occaſioned much L dne and Trouble to them. Some 
of the King's Friends, (of whom the Earl, and the other Com- 
miſſioners, enquired) informed them, that aſter they left the 
King, ſome of his Bedchamber hearing what Anſwer he had 
romiſed, and doubting it would tend to ſuch an Iſſue of the 
ITrea „as they did not wiſh, never left (being for continuing 
the War) till they had perſuaded the King to change his for- 
mer Reſolutions, and to give his Anſwer as delivered. And 
their Inſtructions being ſtrict, and ſuch as they could not ſhew 
to the King, when he deſired them, he ſent this M to 
the Parliament, April 12, That as ſoon as the Members of both 
Houſes ſhould be reflored, and that they may be ſecured from tu- 
multuous Aſſemblies ; which he conceived could not be done but by 
adjourning the Parliament to ſome Place 2 as the Houſes ſhould 
© agree on) twenty Miles from London: He would conſent to the 
© Diſbanding of the Armies, and return ſpeedily to his Parliament. 
© The Earl, &c. uſed their utmoſt Endeavors to diſſuade the 

© King from ſending it, knowing the Improbability of the Houſes 
© adjourning, and leaving London, their beſt Friends, and Strength; 
* and that it would raiſe a Jealouſy, and break off the Treaty. 
© Accordingly, on the Receipt of it, they preſently ſent Orders 


© to the Earl, &c. to return immediately to the Parliament ; 


© which they obeyed.” Thus, ſays H/þitlock, (who was one of the 
Commiſſioners, and by them, as he ſays, appointed to draw up 
all their Papers to the King) this Treaty having continued from 


the fourth of March to the fifteenth of April, was now diſſolved, 


and all their Labours of no Effet ; and all good Engliſhmen, Lo- 
vers of the Peace of their Country, troubled, and diſappointed. The

The noble Author beforementioned, gives this further Account, | 


relating to the Earl of Northumberland. * Many were of Opi- 
© nion, that the King was too ſevere in this Treat inſiſted 
* too much upon what is bis own by Right and Is 
if he would have diſtributed Offices and Places liberally to par- 
* ticular Men, which had been a Condeſcenſion in Policy to be 


* ſubmitted to, he might have been repoſſeſſed of bis own Power. 


And I have heard this alledged by many, who at that Time 
« were extreamly violent againſt all ſuch Artifices. The Com- 


* mittee themſelves (who at that Time perfectly abborred the 


Proceedings of the Parliament, or rather the Power, and Su- 


« periority of the Earl of Eſſex) ſeemed exceeding deſirous of 


* ſuch an Accommodation, as all good Men deſired; and to 


believe, that if the King would have nominated the Earl. of 
« Nerthumberland to be Lord High-Admiral, it would have made 
© ſo great a Diviſion in the Houſes, that the Treaty would have 
© been continued; and his Majeſty been ſatisfied in all the other 
© Propoſitions, And the Earl of Northumberland, to private 


Friends, did make as full Profeflions of future Service to. his 

« Majeſty, and as ample Recognitions of paſſed Errors, and Mit- 

© takes, as could reaſonably be expected from a wary Nature, 

© before he could be ſure what Reception ſuch Profeſhons, * 


© Vows, would find. But the King thought the Power and In- 
© tereſt of that Committee would be able to do little, if it could 
© not prevail for enlarging the Lime of the Treaty, in Which 
© they ſeemed heartily to themſelyes. . And he was re- 


© ſolved to have a probable Aſſurance of the Concluſion, before 


© he would offer ſuch Conceflion, as nominating the Earl to be 
* Admiral; though he would willingly have done it, as the Price 
© and Pledge of an honourable Peace. | b 


He ſays further, I am one of thoſe who do believe, that 


© this Obligation, at this Time, laid upon the Earl, f Northum- 
© berland, with ſuch other Circumſtances of Kindneſs, as would 
* have been fit to accompany it, would have met real Grati- 
© tude, and Faithfulneſs in bim, (for as originally he had, I am 
© perſuaded, no evil Purpoſes againſt the King; ſo be had now 
© ſufficient Diſdain and Indignation againſt thoſe, 2 him 
* to tread their Ways, when he had not their Ends) and that it 
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£ would have made ſome Rent and Diviſion in the two Houſes, 
© (which could not but have produced ſome Benefit to the 
© King) and that it might probably have procured ſome few 
© Days Addition for the Continuance of the Treaty; the avowed 
Ground of denying it being, becauſe the King had not, in the 
© leaſt Degree, conſented to any one Thing propoſed by them, 
© &c, For, beſides that the ſtirring and active Party, who car- 
© ried on the War, were neither gracious to the Earl, nor he to 
© them; their Favourite at Sea, being then the Earl of Mar- 
© wick, whom alone they believed fit to be entruſted with the 
© Navy.” He alſo ſays, * That at their Return to London, ſome 
© of. them were looked upon with great Jealouſy, as Perſons 
© engaged by the King, and diſinclined to the Parliament; and 
© this Jealouſy prevailed ſo far, that Mr. Martin opened a Let- 
© ter from the Earl of Northumberland to his own Lady, pre- 
© ſuming he ſhould therein have diſcovered ſome Combination ; 
© and that this Inſolence was not diſliked.” But the Earl having 
diſcovered it, took him aſide, after a Conference in the 
© Painted Chamber between the two Houſes, and queſtioned him 
© upon it; and he giving him ſome rude Anſwers in Juſtification 
© of what he had done, the Earl cudgelled him in that Preſence ; 
upon which many Swords were drawn, to the great Reproach 
© and Scandal of the Parliament.” 

The Earl of Clarendon has given Characters of all the Privy- 
Councillors, that attended the King at the ſaid Treaty; whereof 
he gives this Account of the Earl of Northumberland“. 
© Of thoſe who were of the King's Council, and who ſtayed 
and ated with the Parliament, the Earl of Northumber/and 
© may well be reckoned the Chief; in reſpect of the Antiquity 
£ of his Family, his great Fortune and Eſtate, and the general 
© Reputation he had among the greateſt Men, and his great In- 
© tereſt, by being High-Admiral of England. Though he was of 
© a Family, that had lain under frequent Blemiſhes of want of 
© Fidelity to the Crown, and his Father had been long a Priſoner 
© in the Tower, under ſome Suſpicion of having ſome Know- 
© ledge of the Gunpowder-Treaſon; and after he was ſet at 
© Liberty, by the Mediation and Credit of the Earl of Carli/t, 
© who had without, and againſt his Conſent, married his Daugh- 
© ter, he continued to his Death under ſuch -a Reftraint, that 
© he had not Liberty to live and reſide upon his Northern Eſtate. 
© Yet this Lord's Father was no ſooner dead, than the King 
© poured out his Favours upon him in a wonderful Meaſure. 
He then gives an Account of his Preferments, (which I have re- 
Cited in Order of Time) wherein he has made ſome Miſtakes, as 
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to his being elected Knight of the Garter, before he was made 
of the Privy-Council, or Lord Admiral. Which he ſays, © was 
© fuch & quick Succeſſion of Bounties and Favours, as had rarely 
befallen any Man, who had not been attended with the Envy of 
© a Favourite. He was, in all his Deportment, a very 

© Man, and that which looked like Formality, was a P a- 
* lity in preſerving his Dignity, from the Invaſion and Intruſion 
© of bold Men, which no Man of that Age, ſo well preſerved 
*thimſelf from. Though his Notions were not large, or deep, 
yet his Temper, and Reſervedneſs in Diſcourſe, and his Re- 
« ſervedneſs in Speaking, got him the Reputation of an able, 
and wiſe Man: Which he made evident in the excellent Go- 
* vernment of his Family, where no Man was more abſolutely 
© obeyed; and no Man had ever fewer idle Words to anſwer 
for; and in Debates of Importance, he always expreſſed him- 
« ſelf very pertinently. If he had thought the King as much 
* above him, as he thought himſelf above other conſiderable Men, 
he would have been a good Subject; but the extream Under- 
* valuing thoſe, and not enough valuing the King, made him 
© liable to the Impreſſions, which they who approached him by 
©* thoſe Addreſſes of Reverence, and Eſteem, that uſually inſinu- 
© ate into ſuch Natures, made in him. So that after he was firſt 


| © prevailed on, not to do that, which in Honour and Gratitude 


© he was obliged to, (which is a very peſtilent Corruption) he 
was, with the more Facility, led to concur in what, in Duty 
* and Fidelity, he ought not to have done; and fo concurred 
in all the Counſels, which produced the Rebellion, and ſtayed 
* with them to ſupport it.” To this laſt Part, it ſhould be re- 
membered, that he complied with the Revocation of his Com- 
miſſion of Lord High-Admiral, with all ſubmiſſive Duty to the 
King; and abſolutely refuſed to act in that Commiſfion, by Or- 
der of Parliament. 

In the Deſign in 1643, called Waller's Plot, for engaging the 
City of London to the King *, the Earl of Northumberland, and 
the Earl of Portland, were apprized of it by Waller; who on 
his Examination ?, being aſked who were acquainted with it, 
he cleared bitlact, and others; but faid , the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland had expreſſed very good -Wiſhes to any Attemp 
that might give a Stop to the violent Proceedings of the Houſes, 
and produce a good Underſtanding with the King. He alſo in- 
formed againſt the Earl of Portland, and the Lord Conway, 
who were impriſoned ; and great Endeavours were uſed to pro- 
ceed againſt them with Severity; but, as the noble Author re- 
cites , for the Accuſation of the Earl of Northumberland, it was

tenderly in ; for though the violent Party was heartily 
incenſed againſt him, as a Man weary of them; yet his Repu- 
tation was ſtill very great, ſo that they did not preſume to queſ- 
tion him. After this the Earl, with Leave of the Houſe, retired 
for his Health (as then ſaid) to his Seat at Petworth, in Suſſex b, 
which was near enough to be infeſted from ſome of the King's 
Quarters, if he had not ſome Aſſurance of being ſafe there. 
And Sir John Evelyn of Wilthire ©, writing from thence to Sir 
ohn Evelyn of Surry, his Letter was intercepted ; and being 
uſpicious, both of them being Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, were by their Order impriſoned. About that Time, the 
Earls of Bedford, Clare, and Holland, came to the King at Or- 
ford; but as Lord Clarendon writes“; the Earl of Northumber- 
land, who was naturally ſuſpicious, being at Petworth, thought 
he ſhewed Averſion enough to the Counſels at W:/tminfler, (by 
leaving them) and would keep it in his own Power to return, if 
he found that the Reception of the other Lords at Oxford, was not 
anſwerable to their Expeftation ; beſides, that he would expect the 
Reſult of the Lord Conway's Negotiation, who was more truſted 
by him than any other, In November following, the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland © communicated to both Houſes, a Paper he had 
from the Prince of Harcourt, Ambaſſador from France, in the 
Name of his Maſter, for an Accommodation between the King 
and the Parliament. To which they returned, by the Earl of 
Northumberland, an Anſwer, * That as ſoon as the Prince ſhould 
© make it appear, that the Propoſitions were by Authority from 
© the King and Queen Regent of France, the Parliament will 
© give ſuch Anſwer, as may ſtand with the Intereſt of both 
6 23 and with the ſolemn League and Covenant. And 
© that he directs his Papers to one of the Speakers of the Houſes.” 
But towards the End of that Year, this Earl *, with the Earls 
of Pembroke, Saliſbury, and divers Members of the Houſe of 
Commons, were indicted of High-Treaſon at Saliſbury, for aſ- 
ſiſting the Parliament, before * Heath, Forfter, and Glan- 
vile; but they could not perſuade the Jury to find the Bill. 

In 1644, he was the firſt named by the Houſe of Lords, 
with three other Peers, as Commiſſioners with eight Commo- 
ners, for a Treaty of Peace with the King, to be negotiated at 
Uxbridge, with Commiſſioners, named by his Majeſty ; and a 
ſafe Conduct being ſigned at Oxford, 21 —— 1644, for the 
Parliament Commiſſioners, they met the Duke of Richmond, the 
Marquis of Hertford, the Earl of Southampton, the Earl of 
King flon, the Earl of Chichefter, the Lord Seymour, and others, 
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22 by the King *, on the 29th of January, at the ſaid 
own, which was within the Parliament's Quarters. Whitlock 
has given an Account of their Accommodations; and that the 
firſt Night of their being together, an Intimation was given, that 
the Chancellor of Scotland expected, both at the Table and 
Meetings, to have Precedence of all the Engliſh Lords; as be 
was the Prime Officer of Scotland, and had Precedence 7 all Dulles 
there, unleſs they were of the Blood Royal ; and both the Kingdoms 
being united, he ought to have the ſame Precedence in England, as 
he had in Scotland. * The Earl of Northumberland ſmiled at 
* this Conteſt, and ſeemed to contemn it, of whoſe great Ho- 
* nour and Family, and the Antiquity of it, (as Mbitloct recites) 
the Scots Commiſſioners could not be ignorant, nor of the Dif- 
ference between that, and the Family of the Earl of Loudon, 
then Chancellor. Yet Northumberland moved, for Satisfaction 
of the Scots, that the Chancellor, and other of the Scots Com- 
miſſioners, might fit at the upper End of the Table (which was 
not taken for the chief, but for the Woman's Place) and the reſt 
of the Commiſſioners to ſit in their Ranks, on either Side; and 
ſo the Matter was ſettled.” | 
The Earl of Northumberland ' read all the Papers, and de- 
livered all Particulars, on the Part of the Parliament, in the 
Treaty, and propoſed ſome Rules to be obſerved. And the 
Duke of Richmond w performed that Part, on the Behalf of the 
King's Commiſſioners. The Anſwer of the King's Commiſ- 
* fioners, in the great Point of the Militia, gave much diſſatis- 
faction to the Parliament Commiſſioners ”®. And the Earl of 
* Northumberland, Mr. Pierpoint, Mr. Hollis, and Mr. Whit- 
* lock, adviſing in private about it, endeavoured, by particular 
* Applications to their Friends of the King's Commiſſioners, to 
get an Anſwer from them more complying with the Parlia- 
* ment: But it could not be obtained, and they hinted, Th 
© were bound up by their Inſtructions from the King, and « 
ge no further. Yet promiſed to ſend to Oxford, to omen for 
a new Conceſſion from his Majefly. The Papers, on both Parts, 
were continually diſpatched to the Parliament ; and when 
thoſe of the Militia were read, many of the Houſe of Com- 
© mons were troubled, doubting the Succeſs of the Treaty; but 
© others were pleaſed, who were no Wiſhers of Peace. 
The 22d of February, being the laſt Day appointed for the 
coming to an Agreement, the King's Commiſſioners inſiſted on 
a longer Time for the Treaty, and that the King would come 
to W:iftminfter upon a ſafe Conduct, if it might be continued ©. 
To which the Parliament Commiſſioners anſwered, That if the 
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King had conſented to any one of the Propoſitions, it might have 
been ſome Encouragement to move the Parliament for longer Time, 
but as Things were, it could nat be expetted. | 

On the 25th of February, the Parliament's Commiſſioners v 
7 both to Lords and Commons, all Paſſages the laſt Day 

the Treaty. Whereupon they voted, That the Commi 5 
had diſcharged their Duties with ſingular gment, and Fidelity, 
and that their Thanks be returned them. It is confeſſed by both 
Parties, that the Earl of Northumberland was ſincere in his In- 
clinations to the King, and hearty in promoting a Pacification ; 
but it muſt be a great Diſcouragement to his Endeavours, as well 
as a Hindrance to his Deſigns, that the King would never con- 
ſent to any one Propoſition made by the Parliament. 

On April 15, 1645, both Houſes agreed upon a Committee of 
ſix Lords, and twelve Commoners, to 2 the Affairs of the 
Admiralty ; and among the Lords d, the Earl of Northumberland 
was named; but that he acted therein, does not appear. On the 
15th of May following, the Lords ſent an Order for the Earl of 

orthumberland *, and his Counteſs, to take Care of the King's 
Children, and for the Funeral of the Counteſs of Dorſet, who 
had been their Governeſs. To which the Commons concurred, 
and ordered Money for her Funeral, and for Arrears to the Ser- 
vants of the Children. Alſo Fune 23, he * had 3000 I. per An- 
num allowed him for them. e Earl of Clarendon * gives this 
Account : * That the Earl of Northumberland received and treat- 
© ed them, in all Reſpects, as was ſuitable to their Birth, and 
© his own Duty; but could give them no more Liberty to go 
© Abroad, than he was, in his Inſtructions from the Parliament, 
0 itted to do; and they abſolutely refuſed to gratify the 
© King, in ſeeing them.” 

On the Debate about Propoſitions for a Treaty of Peace, De- 
cember 1, 1645, the Houſe of Commons voted *, That the Earl 
of Northumberland ſhould be made a Duke; and the King ſend- 
ing Letters to both Houſes, that he deſired a Perſonal Treaty 
with the Houſes of Parliament at Veminſter, and that he was 
willing to commit the Truſt of the Militia for ſuch Time, and 
with ſuch Power, as expreſſed by his Commiſſioners at Uxbridge ; 
had therefore nominated ſeveral to that Truft, which if not ſa- 
tisfactory, he offered to name one Half, and the Parliament to 
name the other Half. And among thoſe the King nominated, 
was the Earl of Northumberland. But on debating this the 3oth 
of December, they voted *, that the Militia ſhould remain in the 
Hands of both Houſes of Parliament, as then it was; and that 
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the Propofitions for Peace ſhould be ſent to the King by Bills, 
Yet this, like the other Treaties, came to no Co ton. 

On the Surrender of Oxford to the Parliament, on Articles, 

une 20, 1646, it was ſtipulated 7, that the Duke of Veri (the 

ing's ſecond Son) ſhould have an honourable Convoy to London, 
where other of his Majefty's Children are; and — — 
met by the Earl of Northumberland, and conveyed in ing 
State to St. James's. On 27 Augu/t, 1646, the Houſe agreed A 
that the Earl of Northumber might remove the King's Chil- 
dren to Siom-Houſe, by reaſon of the Sickneſs in on, and 
ordered the Earl to take Care, and give Directions, that none 
of the King's Party ſhould be admitted to come to them, to 
give them ill Council. On the 17th of September following, the 
Lords defired the Concurrence of the Commons *, that the Earl 
of Northumberland be made Lord-Lieatenant of Voriſbire, in the 
Room of the Earl of Eſex, who died at E/zx-Houſe, in London, 
two Days before. On Otber 17, the Houſes ordered that the 
— of Hertford, his Lady, or others, who had © feized Money, 
or Writings, in E/ſſex-Houſe, ſhould reftore them to the Earl of 
Northumberland, the Earl of Warwick, and Mr. Sollicitor St. 
John, Executors to the ſaid Earl of Er. On 17 November, 
the Houſes voted an Allowance of 7500 Pounds per Annum for 
the Maintenance of the Duke of Ter“; and that the Earl of 
Northumberland ſhould chuſe his Servants : But on the 22d of 
December enſuing, he © informed the Houſe of Peers of a Defign 
he had diſcovered, of m_ the Duke of York from him, and 
had apprehended two Perſons, that were concerned there- 
in. On the rgth of January following, he * had an Order for 
ten Thouſand Pounds, out of the Compoſitions, in Recompence 
= his Loſſes in the North, by the King's Troops, during the 

ar. 

The next Mention I find of the Earl, is, that Fuly 15, 1647, 
he had an Order to b accompany the King's Children to viſit his 
Majeſty, who earneſtly deſired to ſee them; and that they 
might dine with him at Maidenbead the next Day. Where- 
upon the Earl going with them *, great Numbers of People, in 
their Way to meet the King, flocked to ſee them, and ed 
the Ways with green Bows and Herbs. His Majeſty was then in 
Cuſtody of the Army, and was quartered only where they 
pleaſed ; and being to ſtay ſome Time at Caverſham, a Houſe of 
the Lord Craven's, near Reading, his Children (as the Earl of 
Clarendon * writes) © were likewiſe ſuffered to go thither, and 
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© remained with him two Days; which was the greateſt Satisfac- 
© tion the King could receive.” 

At this Time, the Houſe of Commons was the Scene of all 
Action, (the Houſe of Peers being ſhrunk into an inconſiderable 
Number, many being abſent, who were affected to, or might 
be diſpoſed to the Army) and were wholly guided by Mr. Den- 
fol Helles (after Lord Halles) and about fix or ſeven more, Men 
of Parts, Intereſt, and ſignal Courage; who (as the noble Au- 
thor has obſerved *) © heartily abhorred the Intentions they diſ- 
© cerned the Army to have, wholy to be diſpoſed according to 
© the Deſigns of Cromwell ; but had likewiſe declared Animoſi- 
< ties againſt the moſt active, and powerful Officers. The 
Army proceeded to impeach, at one Time, eleven Members of 
the Houſe of Commons, that oppoſed them; and in their Coun- 
cil of Officers, prepared an Impeachment of High-Treaſon in 
general Terms, againſt Mr. Holles, and the others, which they 
preſented to the Houſe ; who were fo intimidated thereby, that 
the accuſed Members thought it ſafeſt to retire; the Army 
marching to a general Rendevouz at Hounſlow- Heath ', where 
the Earl of Northumberland came, with fourteen other Lords, 
and about 100 Members of the Houſe of Commons. TI ſhall not 
enter further into the Diſtractions of thoſe Times, but only ob- 
ſerve, that whilſt Matters were agitating between the Army and 
the Parliament, the King enjoyed himſelf at Hampton-Court, 
the Reſpects of the Officers of the Army ſeeming much greater, 
than they had been; and Perſons of all Conditions repaired to 
him, with whom he conferred without Reſervation *: But that 
which pleaſed his Majeſty moſt, was, that his Children were 
permitted to come to him, who were all at the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland's Houſe, at Sion. The Earl, on the 28th of Octo- 
ber, 1647, deſired Leave“, that he might, when he thought 

roper, carry the King's Children to his Majeſty, which the 
— granted. And the Earl of Clarendon recites, They had 
| Liberty to attend his Majeſiy, when be pleaſed ; ſo that ſometimes 
he ſent for them to come to Hampton-Court, and ſometimes he went 
to them at Sion, which gave him great Satisfaction. The Duke 
of York was then about fourteen Years of Age, the Princeſs E- 
liæabeth not above a Year or two younger, and the Duke of 
Glouceſter about ſeven Years old. His Majeſty's Inſtructions to 
them, are mentioned by the Earl of Clarendon. After the 
King had made his Eſcape from Hampton-Court, the“ Earl of 
Northumberland, with four other Earls, were, December 14, 1647, 
ſent to his Majeſty, as Commiſſioners from the Houſe of Peers, 
to preſent four Bills to the King, in the Je of Wight. The 
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22d of February following, Report was made to the Houſe, 
of intercepting a Letter from the Duke of York to his Majeſty a; 
which containing only dutiful Expreſſions to the King his Father, 
and the Earl of Northumberland ſaying, the Duke was ſorry he 
had tranſgreſſed the Ordinance of Parliament, the Houſe only 
ordered the Earl to continue his Care, in the ſafe Keeping of the 
Duke, and the reſt of the King's Children; and to place, and 
diſplace, Attendants about them; and not to ſuffer Delinquents 
to have any Reſort to them. 

April the 22d, 1648, the Earl of Northumberland reporting 
to the Houſe of Peers, the Eſcape of the Duke of York from 
St. James's, they had a Conference with the Commons, and 

uainted them, That the Duke of York, with the Duke of 
* Gloucefter, and the Lady Elizabeth, being playing in a Room, 
the laſt Night after Supper, by themſelves, the Duke of York 
< privately ſlipt from them down the back Stairs, without Coat 
or Cloak, in his Shoes and Stockings, and by the Way of the 
© Privy-Garden, having got a Key of the r, he ef 
© through the Park, and could not be found ; but that none of 
© his Servants were miſſing, who attended him.“ Whereu 
the Houſes, on the 29th of April, paſſed a Declaration *, * That 
* whereas by a former Endeavour of the Duke of York to eſcape, 
* which was prevented ; and that he, by his Letter to the Houſes, 
© having acknowledged his Errors, and promiſed not to attempt 
* the like for the future ; they declared, that they conceived the 
« Earl of Northumberland not to be further accountable for the 
© Duke, And the Houſe of Commons, the ſame Day, order- 
ed the Allowance of the Duke of York to be taken off; and an 
Increaſe of Allowance to the Duke of Glouceſter; and that the 
Earl of Northumberland may remove him, and his Siſter, to Sion 
Houſe. | 

he Earl of Clarendon gives this Account : * * The Duke, 
© and his Brother and Siſter, were at St. Fames's, and had the 
© Liberty of the Garden, and Park, to walk and exerciſe them- 
« ſelves in; and Lords and Ladies, and other Perſons of Con- 
© dition, were not reſtrained from ſpeaking to them.“ And Co- 
lonel Bamfield having concerted the Manner for his Eſcape, 
and provided a ſmall Veſſel at the Cuſtom-Houſe, with a 
Paſs for Holland, the Duke went into the Park, as beforementi- 
oned ; where the Colonel met him, and led him to a Coach 
that was ready; which carried them to a private Houſe, where 
the Duke only ſtaid, whilſt he put on Women's Apparel, that 
was provided for him; and preſently, with Colonel Bamfield only, 
went into a Boat with Oars, paſſed the Bridge, and imbarked on 
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Board the Veſſel appointed to receive him, which immediately 
hoiſted Sail, and arrived ſafe in Holland. 

On the firſt of September, 1648 », the Earl was one of the five 
_ Commiſſioners, named by the s, to treat with the King in 
the Jie of Wight, upon the Propoſitions preſented to him at 
Hampton-Court ; and ten Commiſſioners were nominated, on the 
Part of the Houſe of Commons. Theſe negotiated that me- 
morable Treaty in the 1/le of Wight, wherein the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland laboured to bring it to a ſucceſsful End. The 
« Treaty was agreed upon, by the King and Parliament, to con- 
tinue forty only, unleſs there were a further Time li- 
mited . The Commiſſioners arrived in the Ie of Wight, on 
* Friday the 15th of September, but the Treaty began not, till 
C —_ September 18. After ſeveral Additions, unto the forty 
Days firſt limited for the Treaty, it ended on Monday 27 No- 
© vember. But the King gave not his Aſſent to all the Parlia- 
ment demanded by their Propoſitions ; eſpecially concerning 
© the Government of the Church ; the Aboliſhing of Eprſcopacy ; 
© the Taking away of the Biſhops Lands; the Proceedings of 
© the Earl of Ormond in Ireland, &c. moſt of the Commiſfion- 
ers came away the eighth of November, the reſt followed, and 
© left the King, on Tueſday the 28th.” 

The Earl of Northumberland v, Mr. Pierpoint, and Mr. Holles, 
were the laſt that ſtaid; and on receiving freſh Powers ſrom the 
Parliament, perſuaded his Majefty to agree to ſuch Propofitions, 
that on their Return, and reporting them to the Parliament, af- 
ter long Debates *, they voted, on the fifth of December, That 
his Majeſty's Conceſſions to the Propoſitions of the Parliament upon 
the Treaty, are ſufficient Grounds for ſetling the Peace of the 


Kingdom. But the Army oppoſing this Vote, and ſeizing the 
Members as they went into the Houſe of Commons, and impri- 


ſoning them *, to the Number of near one Hundred ; thoſe Mem- 
bers who were not reſtrained from entring, after a very long 
Debate, the major Part voted, That the Anſwer the King 
had given to their Propoſitions, was not ſatisfaftory. And alſo 
voted, that none ſhould fit in the Houſe, before they had fir/? 
ſubſcribed the ſame Vote, as agreeable to their Fudg ments. 

Soon after, the Officers of the Army refolved to bring the 
King to his Trial. I find, by a Journal of Robert Earl of Lei- 
cefler, in his own hand Writing, remaining at Penſhur/t- Place 
in Kent, the Seat of his Lordſhip, _ now poſſeſſed by William 
Perry, Eſq; in Right of Elizabeth his Lady, at length Coheir 
to the faid Earl of Leicefter) © That Tad, 2 January, the 
* Commons carried up ſeveral Meſſages to the Lords for Con- 
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© currence. 1. The Declaration and Ordinance for Trial of 
the King. The Lords ordered, That they would ſend Anſwer 
© by Meſſengers of their own. This Day their Lordſhips were in 
© a full Houſe; for beſides thoſe ſeven, that have uſually ſate 
© of late, there were the Earl of Northumberland, Earl of Man- 
© chefler, Earl of Rutland, Lord North, Lord Rochford, Lord 
0 — — rd, and the Lord Dacres. The Earl of Denbigh was 
6 or. 

After their Lordſhips had laid aſide the Ordinance for the 
© Trial of the King, they adjourned their Houſe for a Week. 
The ſame Day from Windſor came there, That the King ſeems 
© to be as merry as uſual, and ſaith that he _ none. He makes 
the Buſineſs talked on a Jet; and he ſaith that be hath yet three 
* Games to play; the laſt of which gives him Hopes of regain- 
© ing all; and accordingly, ſome do till ſerve the King on their 
© Knees. Sir John Temple, in a Letter of the third of January, 
writes, They go on reſolvedly to bring the King to Juſtice ; 
© the Ordinance is now paſſed; the Commiſſioners named; 
and though the Lords refuſe to join, yet without Queſtion 
they will go on, and have made ſure of 20 Perſons, who 
© are to be of the Quorum, that will proceed to the Trial, 
© though all the reſt give out. The King takes yet no Notice, 
that I can hear, of their Proceedings; gave Order, very lately, 
for ſaving the Seeds of ſome Spamſh Melons, which he would 
© have ſet at Vimbliton. He hath a ſtrange Conceit of my 
Lord of Ormond's working for him in Ireland. He hangs ftill 
© upon the Trig, and by the Enquiries he made after his, and 
* Inchiquin's Conjunction, I ſee he will not be beaten off it, &e.* 
The other Proceedings, recited by his Lordſhip, relating to the 
Trial of the King, which are very curious, I paſs over, as no 
Part of this Work ; only obſerving, that the Earl of Northum- 
berland deteſted the cruel Murder of his Majeſty, and did his 
utmoſt to obſtruct it. 

In 1649 *, the Earl of Northumberland being deſirous of ſur- 
rendring his Truſt of the Cuſtody of the Duke of Gloucefter, 
and the Princeſs Elizabeth, he procured his Siſter, the Counteſs 
of Leiceſter, to have the Government of them ; and thereupon 
they were removed to Penſburſi, a Houſe of the Earl of Letceſ- 
ters in Kent; and on the 11th of June, that Year, the Earl of 
Northumberland moved ©, that ſhe might have the Allowance 
for their Maintenance, which was referred to the Committee of 
the Revenue. 

His Lordſhip, from the Murder of King Charles the Firſt, lived 
retired, for the moſt Part, at Petworth ; expecting a favourable 

nity for the Reſtauration of King Charles the Second, 
And when General Mont had marched from Scotland, and taken 
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his Quarters at Whitehall, he invited him to Northumberland 
Has, to a Conference with him, the Earl of Manchefter, and 
other Lords; and likewiſe with Hollis, Sir William Waller, Lewis, 
and other eminent Perſons; who had a Truſt and Confidence in 
each other, and who was looked upon as the Heads and Go- 
vernors of the moderate Preſbyterian Party; who (as the Earl of 
Clarendon aſſerts) would have been contented, their own Se- 
© curity being provided for, that the King ſhould be reſtored to 
© his full Rights, and the Church to its Poſſeſſions. In this 
© Conference, the King's Reſtauration was propoſed in direct 
© Terms, as abſolutely nec to the Peace of the Kingdom, 


© and for the Satisfaction of the People; and the Queſtion ſeemed - 


© only to be, upon what Terms they ſhould admit him ; ſome 
© propoſing more moderate, others more ſevere Conditions. But 
© the General inſiſted upon the moſt rigid Propoſitions ; which 
© he preſſed in ſuch a Manner, that the Lords = jealous of 
© him; and thought it ſafeſt to acquieſce till the Parliament met, 
© that they might make ſome Judgment of the Temper of it.” 

His Lordſhip diſcovers his Sentiments to Robert Earl of Lei- 
egſter, in a Letter to him, dated April 13, 1660. The 
Meeting my Lord of Southampton, in Purſuance of ſome Oxer- 
© tures that have been made for a Marriage between his Daugh- 
© ter and my Son, was the principal Occaſion that brought me 
© to this Town ; where I find moſt People very buſy (or at leaſt 
© ſeeming ſo) and the publick Affairs in a Poſture, that needs 
© the Advice of better Heads than mine. All Perſons here ſhew 
« ſtrong Inclinations to bring in the King, and re-eſtabliſh the 
© Government on the old Foundation. Some there are who 
© would have him reſtored to all, without any Condition, only 
an Act of Oblivion, and general Pardon to be granted; but 
© the ſoberer People will, I believe, expect Terms of more Se- 


* curity for themſelves, and Advantage for the Nation; and un- 


© leſs a full Satisfaction be given in ſuch Points, as ſhall be judg- 
© ed neceſſary to thoſe Ends, it is thought the Army will not 
© be pleaſed.” 

On the Meeting of the Parliament, the Lords, who during 
the Uſurpation had not met in their Houſe, again reſumed their 
Seats there. On the 26th of April, 1660, the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland, the Earl of Oxford, the Earls of Rutland, Lincoln, 
and Dorſet, the Viſcount Say and Seal, the Lord Wharton, and 
the Lord Grey of Mart, were appointed a Committee to frame 
an Ordinance, for the conſtituting a Committee of Safety of 
| both Houſes, and report the ſame to the Houſe *. The Day af- 
ter, April 27, they ordered a Conference with the Houſe of 
Commons, to conſider of ſome Ways and Means, to make up the 
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Breaches and Diſtrattions of the Kingdom ; and alſo appointed a 
Committee, to confider of the Privileges of their own Houſe. 
The Earl of Northumberland was in theſe, and other Committees, 
in that critical Time, when it is well known the Lords influ- 
enced General Monk, and had a great Share in the happy Settle- 
ment of the Kingdom. 

May the 29th, the Lords went in a full Houſe, to wait on 
his Majeſty, who arrived that Day at Whitehall; and the Day 
after, the Earl of Mancheſter, the Speaker, acquainting them, 
that the Duke of York, and the Duke of Glouceſter, commanded 
him to return Thanks, for their Lordſhips Civility to them; and 
to ſignify their Deſire to fit in the Houſe as Members, and that 
Places may be provided for them . The Earl of Northumber- 
land, the Earl of Dorſet, and the Earl of Bridgwater, were 
named to attend immediately the King, and acquaint him, that 
there being no Precedents that ſhews where their proper Places 
are, they deſire his Majeſty to determine the Place himſelf ; and 
their Lordſhips were to acquaint the Duke of York, and the 
Duke of Gloucefter, with his Majeſty's Anſwer. 

Whereupon, on their Return, the Earl of Northumberland re- 
ported, That his Majeſty ſaid, he conceived the Seat on the 
right Hand of the State, where the King of Scots anciently uſed 
© to ſit, will be of no more Uſe now, ſeeing that Title is involved 
© in his Majeſty. And ſaid, he himſelf ſat in that Seat as Prince 
© of Wales ; therefore deſired that Seat might be preſerved for 
© the Prince of Wales ; and that the Seats, on the left Hand of 
© the State, may be ſpeedily fitted up for his Brothers, the Duke 
of York, and Duke of Glouce/ter.” And accordingly the Houſe 
gave Directions to have it done. 

I find, in the Earl of Leice/ter's Journal, this Entry. Thurſ- 
© day, 31 May, a Meſſenger came to my Houſe, and warned 
© me to come to Whitehall; the like he did to the Earl of Nor- 
© thumberland. We went together, not knowing for what; and 
having ſtaid a While in the King's Withdrawing-Chamber, 
© we were called into the Council-Chamber, and there, con 
© to his, and my Expectation, we were ſworn Privy-Counſ 
© lors; as was likewiſe the Earl of Manchefter, and others, that, 
and the next Day.“ | | 

On the 11th of Auguſt, 1660, he * was conſtituted Lord Lieu- 
tenant, and Cu/tos Rotulorum of the County of Suſſex ; and on 
the 7th of September following, Lord Lieutenant of the County 
of Northumberland. | 

He was likewiſe commiſſioned, with James Duke of Ormond, 
Lord Steward of the Houſehold, the Earl of Lindſey, Lord 
Great-Chamberlain, and the Earl of Saßfelt, Earl Marſhal, for 
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the Making of Knights of the Bath at the King's Coronation *; 
on which Day he performed the Office of Lord High-Conftable 
of England. 

His Lordſhip ſought for no Employment in the State, chuſing 
to retire, in the Summer, to his Seat at Petworth, delighting in 


his Gardens there; but lived in Town — the Winter Sea- 
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ſon, and was conſtant in his Attendance in Parliament; as ap- 

ars by ſome of his Letters to that learned Nobleman, Robert 

rl of Leiceſter, his Brother-in-Law, who reſiding altogether 
at Penſburſt, left him his Proxy in the Houſe of Peers: And 
there was ſuch a Sympathy of Affections between them, with a 
fincere and faithful Friendſhip, as is hardly to be parallelled. I 
have already given the Character of his Lordſhip, as drawn by 
the Earl of Clarenden; and my Account of him, from the Writ- 
ers of that Age, ſhews he had the Intereſt of his Country at 
Heart, and would have appeared far more eminent, had the 
Times he lived in, been agreeable to his Diſpoſition. He was 
faithful and affectionate to his Wives, indulgent to his Children, 
and a Pattern of all Moral Virtues. The Earl of Leiceſter, in 
a Letter to him from Penſhurft, September 26, 1659, pays this 
Compliment to his Lordſhip '; Of the few Perſons that I con- 
© ſider in this World, your Lordſhip hath — greateſt Eſtimati- 
© on: And of the fewer Things I value in this Life, your Fa- 
© your is placed by me in the moſt high Degree. I am very 
© tender of both, and do paſſionately deſire the Conſervation of 
© the one, for the Good of many; and the Continuation of the 
© other, for my own Contentment.” 

His Lordſhip firſt took to Wife, Anne, Daughter of William 
Cecil, Earl of Saliſbury ; which Lady died on the 6th of De- 
cember, 16737 , as William Hawkins, Eſq; informed the Earl of 
Leicefter at Paris, and that the Earl of Northumberland is a very 
fad Man, for the Death of his Lady; and the Counteſs of Lei- 
ceſter (his Siſter) was gone to comfort him. He had Iſſue by 


7 /63%her five Daughters; ” Catharine, tand Dorothy, who died young 3 


3 Lorri Wee" 19" fine, married to Philip Stanhope, Earl of Chefterfield, who had 


Iſſue by her — Son, that died in his Infancy, and a Daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth, Wife to Arthur Capel, Earl of Eſſex, Father, by 
her, of Algernon Earl of Eſſex, and of Anne, married to Charles 
Howard, l of Carliſle. 

The Earl of Northumberland, by his ſecond Wife, Elizabeth, 
Daughter to Theophilus Earl of Suffolk, (who ſurvived him) had 
Iſſue Jeſceline, his only Son and Succeſſor ; as alſo a Daughter, 
Elizabeth, who died in her Childhood. His Lordſhip departing 
this Life on the 13th of October, 1668, was buried at Petworth ; 
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and was ſucceeded in his Honours and Eftate, by Foſceline his 

Son and Heir, | 

hich Jeſceline, the 11th Earl of Northumberland, was de- 
ſigned by his Father to marry the Lady Audry, eldeſt Daughter 
and Coheir of Thomas Earl of Southampton, by his ſecond Wife, 
Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir of Francis Leigh, Earl of Chi- 
_— Some Overtures were made before the 13th of April, 
1660, which brought the Earl of Northumberland to Town, as 
he acquaints the Earl of Leice/ter, by Letter of that Date. But 
in another Letter from Petworth, the ſecond of November follow- 
ing, to the ſaid Earl, he acquaints him: The Death of my 
« Lad Audry did as nearly touch me, as moſt Accidents that 
could have happened; not for the Conveniency of her For- 
tune, nor the Hopes of her bringing an Heir to my Family, 
as ſoon as it had been fit for my Son and her to have come 
together ; but becauſe I judged. her to be of a Nature, Tem- 
per, and Humor, likely to have made an excellent Wife, 
© which would have brought me much Comfort in the latter 
Part of my Life: But fince our uncertain Condition expoſes 
© us daily to theſe Troubles, I ſhall endeavour with all Patience 
© to ſubmit to them.” However, he afterwards married, in the 
Life-time of his Father, the Lady Elizabeth, Siſter to the ſaid 
Lady Audry, and youngeſt Daughter of the faid Thomas Earl of 
Southampton, who was Lord High Treaſurer of England, and 
died May 16, 1667 : Whereupon, the ſame Year, — — 
then Lord Percy", was conſtituted in his Place Lord Lieute- 
nant, and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the County of Southampton, 

On the Death of his Father, in 1668, as aforeſaid, this Foſ- 
celine, then Earl of Northumberland, on the gth of November, 
the ſame Year, was conſtituted Lord Lieutenant, and Cu/tos 
Rotulorum of the County of Suſſex* ; alſo, the ſame Day, was 
conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of the County of Northumberland. 
But travelling, with his Counteſs, into France and Italy, he de- 

ted this Life at Turin, on the 21ſt of May, 1670, and was 
— to England, and interred at Petworth, His Lady was 
ſecondly married to Ralph Duke of Montagu, and had Iflue by 
her x & late Duke of Montagu. His Lordſhip had Iſſue, by 
the ſaid Elizabeth his Wife, an only Son, Henry, who died an 
Infant, and two Daughters” ; Elizabeth, who was four Years 
- Age at his Deceaſe, and Henrietta, who died ſoon after her 

ptiſm. 

Upon the Death of this Joſceline, Earl of Northumberland, 
without Iſſue Male, the Title became extin&t : But one James 
Percy, who came out of Ireland, having petitioned the Houſe of 
Peers, ſetting forth his Claim to the Title of Earl of Northum- 
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berland, their Lordſhips, on the 28th of March, 1673 4, on his 
refuſing to make appear _ Probability towards the ſaid Claim, 
notwithſtanding a Month's 'Time had been given him, and above 
forty Witneſſes had been ſworn at their Bar; and having heard 
the elder Counteſs of Northumberland's Counſel, who charged 
the ſame James Percy to be an Impoſtor ; the Houſe reſolved, 
that the Petitions of the ſaid James Percy ſhould be diſmiſſed their 
Houſe. When rejected by the Lords, he carried on his Preten- 
fions at Common Law, but had no Succeſs, being generally re- 
puted an Impoſtor. 

The Title of Baroneſs Percy, devolved on the beforementioned 
Elizabeth, only Daughter and Heir of the ſaid Jeſceline Earl of 
Northumberland. Her Ladyſhip was married, the latter End of 
1679, to Henry Cavendiſh, Earl of Ogle, only Son and Heir to 
Henry Duke of Newcaſtle : And by Agreement before Marri- 
age, his Lordſhip bore the Name and = of Percy; but he 
departed this Life on the firſt of November, 1680, and was buried 
at Petworth. She was ſecondly claimed in Marriage by Thomas 
Thynne, of Longlete in Com. Wilts, Eſq; who was on that Ac- 
count murdered, by the Contrivance of Count Conning ſmark, the 
12th of February, 1681. 

On the 3oth of May, 1682, ſhe was married to his Grace, 
Charles Seymour, Duke of Somerſet, both being within Age; and 
by Agreement before Marriage, his Grace was to take the Name, 
and bear the Arms of Percy : But when her Grace came of Age, 
ſhe releaſed him from that Agreement. His Grace had Iflue by 
her three Sons, and four Daughters, that lived to Maturity, viz. 

Algernin, born November 11, 1684, Lord Percy, &c. and on 
his Father's Deceaſe, the ſecond of December, 1748, Duke of

2. Lord Percy, born June 3, 1686, who died of the Small-Pox, 


the fourth of Ju, 1721, unmarried. 
3- Lord Charles, born Anno 1688, and died the fourth of Ja- 


nuary, 1711, unmarried. 

Lady Elizabeth, married to Henry Obrien, Viſcount Tadcafter 

in England, and Earl of Thomond, in the Kingdom of Ireland. 
Her Lad ip died without Iſſue by him, April 6, 1734. 
Lady Catharine, married, July 21, 1708, to Sir William Wind- 
bam, of Orchard-Windham in the County of Somerſet, Bart. whoſe 
Son, by her, named Charles, is now Earl of Egremont ; of whom 
I ſhall further treat. | 

Lady Anne, married to Peregrine, Marquis of Caermarthen, 
Son and Heir of Peregrine Oſborn, Duke of Leeds, by whom ſhe 
had a Son, who died an Infant; and her Ladyſtip departed this 
Life November 27, 1722. '

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Lady Frances, youngeſt Daughter, died unmarried, May 10,

THis Algernon Duke of Somerſet, on the Death of the 
ſaid Elizabeth, Dutcheſs of Somerſet, his Mother, November 23, 
1722, ſucceeded to the Baronies of Percy, Lucy, Poinings, &c. ; 
and being ſummoned by Writ to the Houſe of Peers, took his 
Seat there the ſame Year, as Lord Percy. Having already re- 
lated his Grace's Services, &c. from p. 5. to p. 9. I have now 
to add, that his Grace having been long afflicted with the Gout, 
departed this Life, at his Seat at Percy-Lodge, in the arr Tr 
Buckingham, on the * — of February, 1749-50, without Heir 
Male ; whereby the Titles of Earl of Northumberland, and Ba- 
ron of Warkworth-Caftle, in the ſaid County, devolved, accord- 
ing to the Limitation in the Patent of thoſe Titles to his Grace, 
on Sir Hugh Smithſon, Bart. then one of the Knights of the 
Shire for the County of Middleſex, who married the Lady Eli- 
zabeth, his Grace's ſole Daughter and Heir, who, by Deſcent 
from her Anceſtors, is Baroneſs Percy. 

Which Hugh, now Earl of Northumberland, is Grandſon 
and. Heir of Sir Hugh Smithſon, of Stanwick in Com. Ebor. Bart. 
by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter of Marmaduke Lord Langdale, 
and deſcended from an ancient Family ; of which I have made 
r in my Account of the Duke of Samerſet, p. 7, 

His Lordſhip ſucceeded to the Eſtate of his Kinſman, Hugh 
Smithſon, of Airmyn in Yorkſhire, and of Tottenham in Middle- 
fex, Eſq;.who died in September, 1740, and had ſerved in ſeve- 
ral Parliaments for the County of Middleſex ; but was elected 
Knight of the Shire for the ſaid County on the Death of Sir 
Francis Child, in May, 1740, and has alſo been choſen in two 
other ſucceeding Parliaments. Having married, as beforementi- 
oned, the ſole Daughter and Heir of Algernon, late Duke of So- 
merſet, and alſo Heir to the noble Family of Percy, whereof I 
have treated, his Lordſhip, took his Place in the Houſe of Peers 
on the 2d of March; and by Act of Parliament paſſed the laſt 
Seffion, has taken the Name and Arms of the Percys. By which 
AR, to enable his Lordſhip, and Elizabeth, Counteſs of Northum- 
berland, and Baroneſs Percy, his Wife, and their Children, Pro- 
gem, and Iſſue, to take and uſe the Name of Percy, and bear and 
quarter the Arms of the Percys, Earls of Northumberland, it is 
recited : That on the Marriage of the moſt Noble Charles, 
© Duke of Somerſet, with the moſt Noble Elizabeth, Dutcheſs 
© of Somerſet, who was the ſole Daughter and Heir of the Right 
© Honourable Foſcelyne Percy, Earl of Northumberland, and Ba- 
© ron Percy, (and which ſaid Marriage, was had and ſolemnized 
© in the Minority of both the ſaid Duke and Dutcheſs) it was 
© ſtipulated, and agreed, that for the Preſervation of the Noble 


© Family, and Name of the Percys, he, the faid Duke, and 
M © all 
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© all, and every the Iſſue of his Body, on her the faid Dutcheſs, 
© ſhould, for ever, take upon him, and them, and be called, 
© and named, only by the Name and Surname of Percy, But 
© that the faid Dutcheſs, under her Hand and Seal, January 70, 
© 1687, having then attained her Age of 21 Years, did conſent 
© and agree, to wave and diſpenſe with the faid Agreement, fo 
© entered into upon her Marriage, for the ſaid Duke, and the 
© Iſſue of that Marriage, to take the Name and Surname of 
* Percy, as aforeſaid. 

And as Algernon, late Duke of Somerſet, did, in his Life- 
time, expreſs his Deſire, that the Name of. Percy ſhould be 
uſed by, and be the Surname, and Family Name of the Earls 
of Northumberland, for the Time being, in regard the faid 
Honour and Dignity had been held enjoyed by Perſons 
of that Name, for many Generations, Sir Hugh Smithſon, 
now Earl of Northumberland, and Lady Elizabeth his Wife, 
Counteſs of Northumberland, and Baroneſs Percy, as well out 
of their great Regard to, and in Compliance with the Defire 
of the ſaid late Duke, as for the Preſerving the noble and an- 
cient Family, and Name of Percy, are willing and deſirous, 
© that the ſaid Name of Percy, and the Coats of Arms, borne 
and K by the Perqy Earls of Northumberland, ſhould 
© be eſtabliſhed and confirmed, in, unto, and upon them, and 
their Progeny and Iſſue, by Authority of Parliament. Where- 
fore it was enacted, c. 

His Lordſhip hath Iſſue by his Lady two Sons, Hugh Lord
